D'Annunzio Gives In and the War 
Over Flume Is Ended 
After Hot Fighting. 


ed demanding that the 
grant a Judicial lnvestlgatfbn Into the 
action of crown forces In Ireland with 
view to punishing those guilty of 
crimes. 

The time limit for turning In all 
arms In Ireland expired Wednesday, 
and the officials admitted very few had 
been surrendered. 

The Irish Women’s Organisation has 
Issued a circular defying the order of 
the government rendering liable to 
death anyone harboring a rebel. The 
circular says: "The women of Ireland 
consider It a crime for any young 
Irishman of military age not to carry 
arms In defense of bis country, and It 
la even a greater crime for any person 
of Irish blood to refuse to harbor or 
assist our brave soldiers.” 


According to secret Information re- 
ceived by the French foreign office, 
the Russian Reds not only ore threat- 
ening to overrun and absorb Armenia, 
Georgia and Azerbaijan, but also are 
preparing for another attack on Po- 
land and the Baltic states, and pos- 
sibly on Roumanla. In the Minsk re- 
gion soviet troops are being concen- 
trated In large numbers, threatening 
especially Lithuania and . Poland ; and 
farther north about 60,000 of them 
were said to have crossed the Latvian 
frontier and occupied several towns. 
Bsthonla, too, was alarmed by the 
presence of large bodies of -Bed cav- 
alry on her borders. Negotiations for 
permanent peace between Poland and 
Russia were broken off by the soviet 
representatives, whb said In effect that 
the Red victories elsewhere made the 
treaty unnecessary to them. In Podo- 
11a the Russians are gathering heavy 
forces to compel Roumanla to evacu- 
ate Bessarabia. The lakes and 
marshes are frozen over and cam- 
paigning will be possible until March. 

Meanwhile all efforts of the soviet 
authorities to arrange for resumption 
of trade sdetn to have fallen fiat, owing 
partly to their impudent bad faith in 
trade matters and partly to their fail- 
ure to stop spreading their propaganda 
In other countries. The United States 
government decided that Martens, the 
soviet “envoy," should be deported, 
and Moscow advised him to abandon 
his work here and submit. Most of 
the nations are now coming to the 
view that bolshevism In Russia will 
die out before long If left to itself, and 
are proceeding on that theory. Evi- 
dence that the bolshevlst leaders 
themselves are changing their policy 
lies in the fact that they are now 
granting many concessions to foreign- 
ers, which Is absolutely contrary to 
bolshevlst principles. In addressing 
the soviet congress In Moscow Lenlne 
explained that this was a temporary 
necessity, as the country must have 
materials for Its economic rebuilding. 
Information received by our state de- 
partment is that the bourgeoisie are 
more numerous than ever In Russia 
and are gradually regaining control, 
and that the tendency Is toward the 
formation of an autocratic govern- 
ment

FLASHLIGHT BATTERIES

As was easily foreseen, the Italo- 
Fiume war has come to a speedy end 
with the collapse of D’Annonslo’s re- 
sistance. The. poet who had declared 
he would interpose his bloody corpse 
between the Italian forces and Flume, 
thought better of it, and on Wednes- 
day issued a proclamation saying that 
lie now felt disposed to defend his life 
by all means, since it was not worth 
while to throw it away in the service 
of u people whom he now despises. 
Therefore he was about to leave Flame 
by airplane. The mayor of that city 
and Its director of national defense 
agreed to recognise the treaty of Ra- 
pallo. D’Annunzio consented to re- 
lease his legionnaires from their oaths 
of allegiance, and if was arranged 
that they should be disbanded and that 
the Italian government should Issue a 
proclamation of general amnesty. 
There was rejoicing throughout Italy 
over the settlement, for the Italians 
did not at all like the Job of shooting 
down their fellow countrymen. 

Peace was not attained without 
much ) bloodshed, for the legionnaires 
fought desperately and bravely for 
several days after General Cavlglla's 
troops began the real attack. Taking 
advantage of the rough terrain about 
tlje -city, they laid many ambuscades 
and conducted a guerrilla warfare 
with hand grenades and machine guns 
that cost the lives of many regulars. 
In the city they poured a hot fire from 
the balconies, roofs and windows of 
apparently abandoned buildings, and 
even the women helped. The Italian 
military authorities refused to use ar- 
tillery against the city Itself, striving 
to save It from destruction, but the 
warships in the harbor bombarded the 
outer defenses. D'Annunzio was 
slightly wounded in tbe bead by a 
fragment of a shell. The curtain has 
now fallen on this latest tragl-comedy 
of the warrior poet, who says be Is 
uslmmed of being an Italian.

Though leaders In business and 
finance Issue frequent statements to 
the effect that business stagnation In 
America has about reached the low 
point and that the future really looks 
rosy to them, the mass of the people 
are far from being optimistic, and It 
most be admitted that conditions seem 
to Justify their > view. 'Demand has 
fallen to a minimum, and of course 
production has decreased /lrr*prqboiv 
tioo. Prices have declined, hot while 
this la a source of satisfaction to the 
consumer, it Is painful to the producer, 
and the producer who is especially 
mournful Is the farmer. What con- 
gress Is planning to do for him in the 
v ay of an emergency tariff may help, 
bat most economists doubt it. 

There were several occurrences of 
note last week In tbe Industrial field. 
The most startling, perhaps, was the 
closing down of the Ford automobile 
works at Detroit for an Indefinite pe- 
riod. This was said to be due to a 
marked falling off in orders and thp 
return of many cars. Under normal 
conditions 60,000 men are employed In 
the shops that closed. Tbe employees 
were told not to report before Feb- 
ruary 1. 

Another Interesting event was the 
refusal of the union employees of 
the Pullman company in the car works 
at Pullman, 111., to have their wages 
reduced as far as 20 per cent The 
suggestion had been accepted by tbe 
employees' industrial relations com- 
mittee in consideration of the declin- 
ing commodity prices and the re- 
adjustment in industry. They said 
they realized the company must get 
more business in order to avoid dras- 
tic reduction of working forces, and 
that It must cut costs to meet in- 
creased competition. The wages of 
the employees have more than, dou- 
bled In the last four yean. The union 
men made no threat of striking If 
wages were cut, but Intimated that 
1 trouble would follow such action. 
Many of the shop workers are not 
In unions. t 

Employees of some other big con- 
cerns,- especially In the textile and 
clothing industries of the East, have 
been compelled to accept reductions 
in wages rather than have the works 
close down.

Following stormy sessions In Tours, 
In tbe course of which the members 
sometimes came to blows, tbe French 
Socialist party has split into three 
factions. The left wing has voted to 
obey the commands of Lenlne and to 
adhere fully to the third Interna- 
tionale ; tbe right wing opposes throw- 
ing the party organization into the 
hands of the communists ; and the cen- 
trists adhere to the Internationale 
with reservations. This last faction 
may split, one half Joining tbe left 
wing and the other going with the 
right A woman agent of the Moscow 
Internationale, who reached Tours de- 
spite the efforts of the government to 
keep her out had much to do with the 
stand taken by the extreme radicals. 


Kelutioris between France and Ger- 
many reached another critical stage at 
the end of tbe week, when Berlin, 
through the undersecretary for foreign 
affairs, warned the British and Italian 
ambassadors that It would be Impos- 
sible for Germany to resume tbe con- 
ference on reparations at Brussels 
Juuuury 10 unless France withdraws 
Its demund for the dissolution of the 
civil militia, which is called tbe eln- 
wohnerwehr. In this way Germany 
seeks to take advantage of the some- 
what strained relations between Paris 
and Loudon and Rome. 

Uy the Spa agreement Germany was 
to complete her demobilization by 
Juuuury 1, and if tills is not done, as 
her Intention appears to be at this 
writing, France will have the right to 
occupy the Ruhr district or Frankfort 
Flans for tbe necessary military opera- 
tions already have been drawn up by 
Murshal Foch and General Weygand. 
The report of General Nollet, the 
French chief of the Interallied com- 
mission of control In Germany, was 
what precipitated the matter. He told 
the council of ambassadors In Parts 
Uiut the civil mllltis was a real mili- 
tary orgauizatlea of nearly two mlllioo 
soldiers, camouflaged as a policing 
force, and lie presented the case In 
such warm language that the ambas- 
sadors did not know Just how to 
handle It Bo they passed It up to the 
supreme council, which Is te meet 
eerly In January in Nice or Cannes.

In tbe effort to carry out the Re- 
publican promises of reduced ezpenses, 
tbe bouse appropriations committee 
cut $420,914,192 from tbe estimates 
for tbe sundry civil bill for the fiscal 
year 1922, leaving $383,611,292. The 
largest single reduction was $147,000,- 
000 of what was asked for the federal 
shipping board. The committee also 
recommended a cut of more tban elev- 
en millions In the post office depart- 
ment appropriation bill; but tbe to- 
tal reported Is $573,964,721, which is 
nearly seventy million more than the 
appropriation for this year. 

Tbe Democrats pointed out that the 
total carried by both bills adds about 
seventeen millions to the cost of run- 
ning the government; but the Repub- 
licans retorted that they had made 
large cuts In the sums asked by Dem- 
ocratic beads of departments. These 


British organised libor has definite- 
ly ranged itself against the govern- 
ment In the Irish controversy, at least 
so far as government methods are con- 
cerned. The labor commission which 
visited Ireland has made Its final re- 
port, In which It scathingly denounces 
the course of the English authorities 
In Ireland and expresses the belief 
that coercion will be unable to sup- 
press either the Sinn Fein movement 
or the “republican army.”

Three gunmen spirited Peter Alves 
of New Bedford Into a secluded 
street in their automobile, and after 
robbing him of $50 and throwing him 
to the side of the road, one of the 
bandits fired two shots at him, both 
of which struck the Bide of his head. 
He was rushed to St. Luke’s Hospital 
In a police ambulance and found not 
to be seriously injured. 

Wages of common laborers in 
Springfield, Mass., were reduced from 
67 1-2 to 50 cents an hour Jan. 1, 
according to announcement by the 
Springfield Building Trades Assads- 
tipn. The scale, agreed upon by both 
members and nonmembers of the as- 
sociation, affects about 2000 men em- 
ployed on building projects and rep- 
resented in the Allied Building 
Trades Council. 

The railroads’ coal blH tor the first 
nine months of this year was $97,- 
026,624 more than during the cor- 
responding period last year, said a 
statement issued by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. The cost of 
coal was greater In the New Eng- 
land district jlufl in any other place 
In the country, the commission said, 
the cost being $7.72 per net ton, as 
against $5.67 a ton last year.

Olds and Frank H. Whipple, Its 
founders, and now Frank A. Olds, 
who has long been active In the 
business, la admitted as a substan- 
tial stockholder. The company has 
in process of completion a large con- 
crete and steel building In Blast Hart- 
ford for the manufacture of fertilis- 
ers. 

Analysing the shoe market from tha 
viewpoint of the retailer, John C. Sher- 
wood, of the shoe firm of the Colby* 
Sherwood Company of Waterbury, 
Conn., says: “The conditions In tha 
shoe trade at present are more complex 
and in some phases more uncertain 
than they have been at any timo dur- 
ing recent years. A correct analysis 
of the ’cause and effect of the present 
situation and an accurate forecast of 
the near future is of vital importance 
to every shoe buyer. There is every- 
thing to indicate that prices tor the 
spring season will be materially lower 
than they have been for the past two 
years.” 

In a little town In southwestern Con- 
necticut — to be more specific, Green- 
wich — Is an automobile graveyard 
where rest tha bones of more than 
$100,000 worth of the finest cars ever 
placed on the market Most of them 
when they met with their untimely 
end, were brand new. None Is very 
edd, and all are valuable, even as Junk. 
They stand as Individual monuments 
to drivers who failed to heed the cry 
of “Stop” and went on In the general 
direction of the Massachusetts line 
only to find that the revenue men lose 
little time In taking up the challenge 
and are close behind in a machine that 
Is fairly burning up the road. 

Joseph E. Warner, former speaker 
of the Massachusetts House, in an ad- 
dress before the Reciprocity Club of 
Boston, emphasised the need for de- 
velopment of the agricultural resourc- 
es of Massachusetts. He pointed out 
that the number of farms in that state 
have decreased until only 1,000,000 
acres are under cultivation, and that 
$300,000,000 is spent annually outside 
thn state tor food products. In dis- 
cussing state problems he urged furth- 
er development of the highways and 
a more rigid supervision of motor- 
ists because of accidents. He lauded 
the state for its child welfare work 
and other public welfare endeavors. 

Hat manufacturing and its subsidi- 
ary industries of Danbury, Conn., 
continue dull, awaiting further price 
reductions in fur and other raw ma- 
terials These reductions have long 
been expected, and apparently they 
are now on their way in earnest. 
Most of the fur now being used in 
the manufacture of what few hats 
are being turned out was bought be- 
fore the prices of this material 
reached the height. Hat manufactur- 
ers have refrained for more than six 
months from buying, and fur cutters 
have not been over anxious to selL 
Meanwhile, Jobbers have made only 
such price reductions In stocks of 
finished goods on hand as they were 
compelled to make. 

The Massachusetts commission on 
necessaries of life baa issued another 
warning to retail coal dealers, declar- 
ing that no Justification longer exists 
tor high prices, and Intimating that 
it might be forced to “take action” 
against dealers who continue to ask 
top prices. The warning was appended 
to the regular questionaire sent out 
each month to the 760 retail coal deal- 
ers of the state. The commission 
points out that the shipment of anthra- 
cite to lake ports has been completed, 
that production is rapidly approach- 
ing norma] conditions and that the 
coal received through New England 
gateways during December showed an 
Increase of 16 per cent

When the Ohio State university football team, champions of the Western 
conference, hit the line. It had much of the Chateau-Thlerry and Argonne 
punch with It, for ten of the eleven regulars composing the first team are war 
veterans and members of the American Legion. Moreover, the team, which 
defeated Illinois university for the conference title, was coached by a Legion- 
naire. 

Legionnaires on the team say that the only reason why the team Is not all 
Legion Is because Harry Workman, sophomore quarterback, was too young to 
enter the service. Seventeen members of the first squad are Legionnaires. 

Ohio State won from Chicago, Michigan, Wisconsin, Purdue, Oberlln and 
Ohio Wesleyan and scored 58 points in conference games against 20 for its 
opponents. American Legion members carried the ball over the goal lines for 
14 touchdowns out of a total of 20 made by the team during the 1920 season 
•nd also scored five of Its touchdowns out of seven made against conference 
teams. 


OBJECTIVES OF THE LEGION I MAKE CITY MONUMENT SHINE 


National Commander Galbraith Out- 
lines What la Planned to Be Ac- 
complished During the Year. 

* 1 ■■■ ■ 

The objectives of the American Le- 
gion for the year 1921 were told by 
P. W. Galbraith, Jr., national com- 
mander, in a recent speech In Cin- 
cinnati, at. a dinner attended by Le- 
gionnaires and business men. 

Mr. Galbraith cited the disabled 
man's problems as the Legion’s para- 
mount concern and termed the finding 
of a satisfactory solution as “one Job 
thst Is going to be done." 

“Wo« unto the man," he added, “or 
die bureau or bureau chief who wll- 
aully* stands in the way of paying the 
honorable obligation the government 
ov/ r s these men. Whoever he Is be 
will have to get out" 

He warned against the activities of 
the L W. W. and kindred organisa- 
tions and outlined the position *f the 
‘Legion as follows: 

“The time has come when a line 
must be drawn between loyal and dis- 
loyal Americans. We db not claim to 
have a monopoly on patriotism but 
because of our service our loyalty is 
• little cfearer to our hearts and la a 
little more intense. We Intend to 
crash this thing. If It ever raises Its 
head, that we already have fought and 
licked.” , 

Mr. Galbraith also spoke of the de- 
sire of the Legion to unite with the 
veterans' associations of the allies, In 
order to promote International amity. 

“People accuse us of being over- 
enthnslastlc,” he said. “They declare 
that we believe ourselves to be the 
enly patriots. God knows we are not. 
If we were It would be a sorry day for 
the nation.

CLEANING FURNITURE 

Not Wise to Put Water on Var- 
nished Surfaces. 


Vacuum Clsansr or Brush Is Most 
Effsctivs for Upholstsry — Leath- 
er Coverings Last Longer 
and Look Better If Oiled. 

The varnish on some furniture la so 
bard and smooth that finger marks 
and soiled places may be removed with 
a cloth wrung out of lukewarm suds 
made with neutral soap and the finish 
restored by rubbing with a cloth on 
which a few drops of light lubricating 
/ oll or furniture polish has been 
sprinkled. In many cases this Is a 
good method to use on the tops of 
dining tables, but In general It is un- 
wise to put water on varnished, oiled, 
or waxed surfaces. Painted and 
enameled furniture may, of course, be 
washed like any other surface so fin- 
ished. 

yy>r upholstery either a vacuum 
cleaner or a brush is most effective. 
A soft brush is best for velvet or 
velours, a stlffer one for tapestry and 
other strong, firm materials, and a 
pointed one for tufted upholstery. If 
convenient, upholstered furniture 
should be taken out of doors occa- 
sionally and beaten with a flat carpet 
beater, or It may be cleaned Indoors 
by the following methods: The ar- 
ticle to be cleaned is first covered with 
a cloth that has been dipped In water 
sod wrung as dry as possible, then 
beaten with a flat beater, the dust be- 
ing taken up by the damp cloth. 

Leather furniture coverings last 
longer and look better If rubbed oc- 
casionally with castor oil or a com- 
mercial leather polish to restore the 
oil that gradually dries out. Ths liq- 
uid should be well rnbbed In and any 
excess wiped off the surface, other- 
wise this film of oil will collect and 
ho ld dirt, which will darken the leath- 
er and soil whatever touches It.

WHOLESOME FOOD FOR CHILD 

Liking for Largs Rangs of Foods la 
Dsalrable for Diet and Bsst 
Table Manners. 

A meal In which all the important 
kinds of food are represented tends to 
keep the child In good condition and 
to give him good habits of eating, 
food specialists of the United States 
Department of Agriculture say. The 
liking for a large range of foods is 
desirable from tbe standpoint of diet 
and also of manners, for it helps to 
prevent a person from becoming a dis- 
agreeable table companion — one who 
Is “fussy" about his food. Meals that 
are planned carefully help also to 
give the child some little idea of 
what those who know most about 
foods have In mind when they speak 
of a “balanced” — or, better, a “rightly 
chosen" — ration. With children It Is 
far more important to suggest the 
value of such a ration by the charac- 
ter of tbe meals given to them than 
to try to tell them what- It Is or to 
what extent It has been worked out.

WASP 

T HE U. a 8. Wasp had a tran- 
sient glory about her that was al- 
most modern. 

She flitted Into being In April, 1814, 
and bussed cut dtfrtng the fall of the 
same year. 

There was a first Wasp In the war 
of 1812. This second one was smaller 
but better built. Her 608 tons made 
her little more than an overgrown 
yecht 

She was armed with 20 sawed-off 32 
ysiunders and a pitlr of lean 12-pound* 
fcrs. Cutting loose all together she 
could hurl the treinendouB broadside 
of 818 pounds of metal — or about the 
weight of one modern 8-1 tch shell! 

Captain "Johnnie" Blakeley took her 
out on May 1, 1814. He wasted no time 
but headed straight for the English 
channel. In sL* weeks he had cleaned 
up enough prises to retire on a chick- 
en farm. 

But Johmfle was not the retiring 
kind or we shouldn’t have named one 
of our late destroyers after him. 

On June 2fl,H. M. 8. Reindeer hove 
In sight With Laplandtsh pertinacity 
the Wasp perched on the Reindeer’s 
haunch and stung her venomously. 

But the Reindeer was known as the 
“Pride of Portsmouth,” so she bucked 
and kicked and fetched other vicious 
efforts to dislodge her adversary. Her 
skipper Cxpt. William Manners, leaped 
Into the tigging and gallantly, promul- 
gated a boarding perty over the rail 
of the Wasp, which had come along-’ 
sides. 

Followed a unanlntons and success- 
ful prohibition movement amongst the 
Americans. 

Bill Manners and 87 of his crew and 
officers were killed cr wounded. The 
ship’s clerk was the only officer left to 
surrender. 

Thence the Wasp sailed to France to 
recoup. She did It Sb well that soon 
after leaving port she Attacked a con- 
voy tit ten vessels escorted by the 74- 
gun shlp-of-the-llne Armada. With 
sentimental partiality she cut out the 
brig Mary, captured valuable military 
stores and escaped. 

With her blood still up she fell In 
with H. M. 8. Avon. After a running 
fight of two hours- la -the darkness of 
night the enemy surrendered. The 
Avon’s mainsail fell over her after 
guns and blanketed their Are. 

At the moment tlfce Britisher sur- 
rendered several more of the enemy 
hove up over the horizon, Capt 
Blakeley prudently beat It. 

On Sept. 21 the brig Atlanta was 
taken, bhe was the fifteenth prise. 
October 9 the Wasp fell In with a 
Swedish brig and was reported for the 
last time. Slie was never seen nor 
heard of again. 


For many years the avocado haa 
been brought to this country from 

prohibitive 

Prices, far exceeds the supply. Ex- 
perimenters have tested to their satis- 
faction that this much prised fruit 
c*n be produced commercially In a 
wide area of territory and they are 
busy developing an lifdustry that 
gives much promise. The avocado be- 
longs to the laurel family and Is a 
native of tropical and semi-tropical 
America. The tree Is large and spread- 
ing, Its leathery leaves of a spicy 
taste and odor. The boy tree, whose 
leaves are used largely for seasoning, 
belongs to the laurel family. The 
fruit of the avocado varies In shape 
from round to pear-shaped, with color 
from green to deep purple, weighing 
from a few ounces up to five pounds. 
It contnlns a large single seed around 
which Is a thick creamy yellow and 
green-colored flesh, of delightful nutty 
flavor. The thick-skinned fruit Is more 
often shipped, as It carries well. It 
has been said of the avocado that It 
Is In a class by Itself. It IS a natural 
combination of food-fruit end oil. It 
averages 9S4 calories, or heat units 
per pound, more thnn twice the maxi- 
mum calories of the ’best lresh fruits. 
Its fuel value corresponds to 75 per 
cent of that of cereals. Ita chief val- 
ue however Is In Its fat content, which 
In some cases Is as high as 28 to 80 
per cent. The only fruit comparable 
to It Is the olive and that Is a proc- 
essed fruit.

John Paul Jones named her after 
the Almanac published by a certain 
1^ Franklin. The latter's Influence In 
France made It possible for Americans 
to fit out a squadron of reprisal 
agatust the British. 

In the summer of 1779 five Ameri- 
can men-of-war crossed under Jones' 
command. After painting the Bcotch 
const red they fell In with an English 
fleet. For rather obscure reasons only 
two ships chose to engage, H. M. S. 
Serapls and the U. S. S. Bon Hommo 
Richard. 

The British was a first rate shlp- 
of-the-llne while the Richard was an 
old converted Indlaman. The Serapls 
could throw 000 pounds of projectiles 
to the Richard’s 444 pounds. Crews 
were of nearly equal slse. 

At the first broadside the Richard's 
big 18-pounders burst and smeared 
their crews along the decks or splat- 
tered ..them on the crossbeams over- 
head. Besides this disaster the swift 
Serapls cross Jones’ bow and raked 
him fore and aft, which In those days 
was as good ns a home run In the 
ninth Inning with three men on. 

At this point of the combat the Limey 
captain staged a famour Incident by 
his fatuous Inquiry: "Has your ship 
struck 1” To which, as every school- 
boy knows, Jones replied: "I have 
not yet begun to fight” 

So they went at It again. And they 
got all ta- ‘ with each other; ' 

Finally they Just hung together and 
drifted. Yankee riflemen In the tops 
drove the British crew below. British 
gunners between decks fired through 
the sides of their own vessel to punc- 
ture the enemy’s. 

Then came a Scot, a Yankee Scot 
with a bucket He filled his bucket 
with bombs. He added a pinch of 
common combustibles. He slid out on 
the yardarm- overhanging the Serapls. 
He threw a match Into his bucket 
dropped the bucket down the. hatch be- 
neath, and beat it. 

Followed a puff and a flame and 
a hang, a great big boom of a bang. 
This disaster took all the spunk out 
of the enemy. After a few boarding 
brawls the finish came. 

The Richard was sinking and on 
Are; her decks were gory and her 
sides like sieves. But she was saved; 
and John Paul Jones became the hero 
of two continents.

When San Francisco decided, a few 
years ago, to exchange a worthless 
political administration of nmnlclpa, 
afialrs for ono founded on business 
principles, her people paved the way 
for the entry of red-blooded men In 
civil life. One or these 1 b Mayor 
James Rojfph Jr., the central figure 
of an organization whose single aim 
Is service! y and for the people. 

A groat many things have happened 
la San Francisco since that time, not 
the least among them being the ac- 
quisition or a municipal traction sys- 
tem. which is Just now attracting 
widespread attention, because its cost 
is the least, flve cents, its service Is 
the best and its wage scale is the 
highest of anv city in the country. 

One can ride’ fifteen rallas for five 
cents in San Francisco or five miles 
farther than from Dedham to Boston, 
u trip which costs New Englanders 
today 20 cents, and if one Is u school 
pupil, the cost on the Pacific coast Is 
cur squarely in two. 

This city-owned transportation sys- 
tem was not acquired outright. It was 
built from the ground up, built on 
business principles all the way, and 
there is not now, nor has there ever 
been, a political Job In the entire sys- 
tem. Every employee is under civil 
service rules, and no employee re- 
ceives less than flve dollars per day. 
And the system has not only' paid 
its way. but it has created a sinking 
fund which Is rapidly retiring the 
hooded indebtedness, ea wall as meet- 
ing all demands for extensions and 
upkeep. So much for a city in busi- 
ness.— Dedham Transcript.

The British government Is showing 
much greater interest In the mMllP 
llshlng of trade relations with M Hw 
and in the renewed menace of MPnot 
lng Bolshevism than In- frnhoe’a 
alarm over the failure of Germany 
to disband and disarm the civil mili- 
tia of Bavaria and East Prussia. 
Italy, too, Is not Inclined to become 
excited over the latter matter, and 
consequently France haB not yet act- 
ed on her threat to occupy more Ger- 
man territory. The Bavarians do not 
believe the rest of the world would 
permit further seizure of German ter- 
ritory, and they think France will 
hesitate to occupy the Ruhr district 
because such a move would tend to 
unite the factions In Germany and 
arouse a patriotic spirit, resulting, 
perhaps. In bloodshed. The German 
government is not ready to resume the 
discussion of reparations and has 
asked that the reopening of the con- 
ference be delayed. Both these mat- 
ters will be discussed by the allied 
premiers in Paris on January 19, and 
they will also take up the question of 
the future attitude of the allies to- 
ward Greece. The Greek government 
Is now showing a very conciliatory 
spirit and Is ready to give the allies 
full guaranties that Greece will carry 
out the provisions of the treaty of 
Sevres. 


The senate foreign relations com- 
mittee Is trying to determine the best 
method * of starting disarmament of 
the great powers, having before It 
two leading plans. That of Senator 
Borah, as Is well known, Is to Invite 
Great Britain and Japan to negotiate 
with the United States an agreement 
to reduce their naval building pro- 
grams 50 per cent a year for a term 
of years. The proposition has 
aroused much Interest In the other 
countries named and Is approved by 
many leading men. In the senate 
committee It has been suggested that 
France, Italy and perhaps some other 
nations, should be Included, but Mr. 
Borah objects that tills would com- 
plicate the. plan and probubly bring 
In the subject of reduction of 
urmles. 

The other plan before the commit- 
tee Is proposed by Senator Walsh of 
Montana and supported by senators 
who favor the League of Nations. It 
Is In the form of a resolution request- 
ing the President to appoint delegates 
to represent the United States In the 
disarmament discussions to be con- 
ducted under the auspices of the 
league. The “lrreconcilables" fear 
that this would Involve the United 
States in recognition of the league. 


;rlous condition of affairs In 
a been a matter of common 
ge for some time, but our gov- 
ernment's intention was made known 
only when It was announced that 
President Wilson hud sent Judge Ad- 
vocate General Enoch H. Crowder to 
Havana to confer with President 
Menocal. General Crowder went on 
the battleship Minnesota and with 
him was a staff of army officers. In 
announcing his mission, President 
Wilson said': 

“The moratorium and financial 
crisis In Cuba continues, the solution 
of which appears more difficult on ac- 
count of the unsettled presidential 
election. A continuation of the pres- 
ent situation would prove most detri- 
mental to the prosperity of Cuba and 
harmful to the relations betweeu ti e 
United States and Cuba. 

“As this cannot be hut a matter of 
the closest concern to this govern- 
ment, because of the special relations 
existing between the two countries, 
the President hus Instructed General 
Crowder to confer with President 
Menocal as to the best means of rem- 
edying the situation.” 

Actual Intervention, which would be 
under the Platt amendment, will he 
•voided by, the administration If pos- 
sible. If It Is necessary, It Is not cer- 
tain that military forces would be 
required. 

Cuba's troubles are both financial 
•nd political. Last summer, when 
sugar brought such high prices In the 
United States, the Island went sugar 
mad and enormous fortunes were 
made. Then came the sudden col- 
lapse of prices, and the cane mills 
closed and Cuba, generally speaking, 
went broke. The Industrial situation 
grew worse dally, and financial con- 
cerns were In great distress. Many 
banks went into Insolvency and a 
moratorium was established, which has 
recently been extended another mouth. 
All this is complicated by the polit- 
ical mixup in the islund. President 
Menocal's term expires on May 20, but 
no one knows who Is to succeed him. 
After the recent elections numerous 
charges of fraud were made and the 
wluner has not yet been determined. 

American bankers, who are vitally 
Interested In Cuba, disapprove of the 
moratorium. Some time ago Albert 
Ratlibone was sent to the Island as 
financial adviser and he submitted to 
the Cuban government a number of 
recommendations which were ap- 
proved by our State department ; hut 
apparently Menocal and his cabinet 
have taken no action toward adopting 
them. The Cuban minister In Wash- 
ington was surprised by the sending 
of General Crowder and immediately 
asked an explanation, but he did not 
receive much satisfaction.

Eamonn de Valera, having reached 
Dublin safely by way of Manchester, 
was preparing a manifesto In which, 
according an authoritative source, 
he would deny that the Sinn Fein Is 
making peace overtures to England. 
He Is quoted os saying be would listen 
to proposals of the English govern- 
ment If they were based on recogni- 
tion of the Irish republic. The Brit- 
ish government, on the other hand, 
lets it be known that It would be will- 
ing to confer with De Valera, but 
only as a private citizen, all ques- 
tions of separation being excluded 
from the discussion. So that situa- 
tion appears unchanged and only a 
wonderful optimist could see In It 
any hope of early settlement. 

Lord Mayor Daniel O'Callaghun of 
Cork arrived In Newport News, Va„ 
on Tuesday as a stowaway on an 
American steamer, and at once arose 
the question of his admission to the 
country. A special tftard of Inquiry 
ruled that he should be excluded, like 
any other stowaway, and be was then 
released on parole. The friends of 
“Free Ireland" rallied to his defense, 
and the self-constituted committee on 
the Irish situation Invited him to ap- 
pear before it and make “some start- 
ling revelations” he was said to have 
about hla person. 


President-elect Harding's Inaugura- 
tion will not be conducted with the 
“Jeffersonian simplicity’’ demanded 
by some of our eminent statesmen. 
The Knox resolution providing a fund 
of $50,000 for the expenses of the cere- 
mony was adopted by the senate, only 
Borah, Fletcher, Gronna, Kenyon, 
Norris, McKellar, Phelan and La Fol- 
lette voting against it It may be 
that the patriotic citizens who go to 
the national capital for the doings of 
March 4 will not be fleeced so thor- 
oughly as usual. Senator McCumber 
of North Dakota says he will Intro- 
duce a bill to prevent the charging of 
extortionate prices by Washington 
hotel and restaurant men during In- 
auguration week. Nothing has yet 
been decided about an Inaugural ball, 
hut probubly one will he held, and 
probably the use of the great pension 
buildiug will he granted for the occa- 
sion by congress. 


Senator Harding resumed his con- 
ferences with leading Americans after 
the holidays, but has not authorized 
any statements concerning the results 
of these conversations. Neither imy 
he told any of his cabinet cboleea. 
Indeed, he was quoted the- other day 
a a saying he had not yet offered a 
cabinet place to anyone. Juat now 
the chief Interest concerns the possi- 
ble selection of Henry C. Wallace of 
Des Moines for secretary of agricul- 
ture. He Is opposed by the Chicago 
packers and allied interests in Chi- 
cago and New York, and by certain 
other groups who recall that Mr.

H. P. Hinckley of the iMmpdon 
County Improvement League was 
choeen president of the Massachusetts 
Farm Bureau Federation, after that 
organization had been created by rep- 
resentatives of 80 county farm 'bu- 
reaus In conference at the State 
House, Boston. 

The House committee on approp- 
riations, in refusing to include In the 
sundry civil appropriation bin an ap- 
propriation of $60,000,000, recommend- 
ed by the war department for addi- 
tional housing for the army, blocked 
plans to spend $3,944,000 on Camp 
Dovens, Mass. 

Howard Terry, 10, of Grand Isle. Vt, 
accidentally shot and killed himself 
while playing with his father’s shotgun 
In the absence of other members of 
the family. His 14-year-old brother 
heard the shot and found the younger 
boy dead on the floor, the shot enter- 
ing his breast below the neck. 

The Lenox Club of Lenox, Mass., 
far years a famous institution and the 
center for sportsmen and others of 
the milkmaire colony, has bees closed. 
Willis Root, secretary of the dub for 
16 years, tendered his resignation to 
the directors. Prohibition is declared 
to be the cause of the closing. 

Under chairmanhlp of former Mayor 
Frank H. Floss of Fitchburg, Mass. Re- 
publicans of the State Committee are 
preparing for the work of reorganiza- 
tion for coming State campaigns in 
Massachusetts. Foss was elected chair- 
man of the Republican State Commit- 
tee over Frank B. Hail of Worcester, 
by a vote of 22 to 11. 

During 1920 the number of vessels 
arriving In Boston from foreign ports 
was 1066, according to statistics mm . 
Piled by the marine department of 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce. 
The arrivals consisted of 836 steamera, 
217 schooners, one ship and one bark. 
During the preceding year a total of 
899 vessels arrived In Boston from 
foreign ports. Last there arrived In 
Boston a total of 81,746 immigrants, 
■sd in the proceeding year the 
was 39.389. 


Panama Canal Sana. 

The United States did not acquire, 
by the Isthmian canal convention of 
November 18, 1908, any title to terri- 
tory in the Republic of Panama, but 
merely a perpetual right of occupa- 
tion, use, end control over a son# of 
land tan miles la width, and covering 
aa area of 488 aqaare miles. For this 
privilege it paid to Paaama the sum of 
I M MM 0 .000. and uadertook to pay the 
earn of 8MMMW0 oaooolly so long os 
sack occupancy continued. These pay- 
ments began February 28. 19 lA. 


The success of Tonpfl J. Vartoetl la 
Inducing residents of Massachusetts 
to invest $ 16,000 in oa alleged scheme 
for operating 800 taxi-cabs In War- 
•aw with the consent of the Polish 
government resulted In his arrest. Hs 
was charged with larceny of the full 
amount from Investors, who believed 
In the plan. 

Three elephants, Albert, Babe and 
Queente, were pressed Into service to 
save several trains of cars from de- 
struction by fire at the winter quarters 
of Rlngllng Brothers’ circus in Bridge- 
port, Conn. The big animals me- 
thodically pushed the trains out of 
danger and then quietly returned to 
their quarters. 

Miss S&bra B. Dyer of Belfast, Me., 
against whom cuinpl&lnt of passing 
forged checks have been made in sev- 
eral New England cities, pleaded 
guilty to four charges of that nature 
in the District Court, Lynn, Mass. 
The amounts were small and restitu- 
tion was made. She was given a sus- 
pended sentence of one year. 

Gov. R. L. Beeckman of Rhode Isl- 
and, who has relinquished his office 
after six years as chief executive of 
the state, is the sole beneficiary of 
the estate of his wife, Eleanor T. 
Beeckman. According to the petition 
the personal estate will not exceed 
$300,000 and bond was fixed at $600,- 
000 with no surety required. 

Gen. George W. Goethals of New 
York and Harry M. Verrlll of Portland, 
Me., appointed receivers on Nov. 13 
of the East Coast Fisheries Company 
and the East Coast Fisheries Products 
Company, have been authorized by 
Federal Judge Clarence Hale to issue 
receivers’ certificates for $150,000 in 
order to resume operations. 


The purchase by the Central Maine 
Power Company of the properties and 
franchises of a group of local light 
and power companies, which has Just 
been authorized by the Main Public 
Utilities Commission, is of interest to 
the pulp 'and paper companies of 
Maine, which are among the largest 
ubots of water and electric power. 

The Rov. George W. Welch, pastor 
of the Sacred Heart Church of Pitts- 
field, Mass., is defendant in two suits, 
aggregating $11,000, filed In the su- 
perior court by Agnes L. Connelly and 
her husband, Stephen R. Connelly. 
Mrs. Connelly alleges that os Oct. 25 
she was knocked down and dragged 
by an automobile driven by Fr. Wekl!* • 

Thirty-two new Industries were es- 
tablished in Worcester, Mass., dur- 
ing 1920, and all are in a flourishing 
condition with the opening of the new 
year. Abrasion, grinding, chemicals, 
awning-making, electrical plants, tex- 
tile mills, leather goods and several 
advertising novelty plants are among 
the llneB represented in the thirty- 
two Industries. 

Angler L. Goodwin, who took the 
oath of office as mayor of Melrose, 
Maas., In his inaugural address scored 
youths of school age In Melrose for 
their use of cigarettes. He said It was 
a matter of great concern to him, 
and declared that his office would 
oo- operate with the police, parents 
and school authorities to prevent the 
illegal sale of tobacco In the city. 

The discovery of an epidemic of 
hog cholera has led to an Investiga- 
tion by Dr. A. J. DePossett, livestock 
Inspector for Vermont. He will en- 
deavor to locate the carcasses of the 
infected animals to ascertain If any 
have been offered for consumption.' 
The disease appeared to have ori- 
ginated from garbage and has spread 
until it Is feared that hogs on a doz- 
en farms are effected. 

Following the submission of his an- 
nual report in which It Is disclosed" 
that he collected more than $13,000 in 
non support oases, Probation Officer 
Dennis J. Kelliber of the Bast Boston 
Court is being complimented highly 
by citizens. The report Is particu- 
larly gratifying to Judge Barnes be- 
cause of the fact that no commit- 
ments to the House of Correction or 
Jail were made during the year 

Some interesting comparisons on 
the relative importance of the pulp 
and paper industry and the saw mills 
of the State are to be found in the re- 
port of the Maine State assessors, 
which has Just been made public, and 
which serves to dispel the idea that 
has been gaining ground that the pulp 
mills are using up practically all of 
the timber consumed in the State with 
the aaw mills a very poor second. The 
report shows that there are 449 saw 
mills In the State. 

Gov. Pencival W. Clement of Ver- 
mont in In his retiring address to the 
Legislature declared that the curricu- 
lum established In high schools tends 
to educate children beyond what Is 
necessary to develop them into good 
and Intelligent citizens and questioned 
the advisability of such training on 
the part of the State. He said that 
one of the fundamental difficulties 
with the whole matter of education 
was he inadequacy of salaries paid to 
teachers in rural and elementary 
schools. He urged generous and 
whole-hearted measures for the train- 
ing of teachers and advocated exten- 
sive improvement in rural schools.

They are endeavoring In England to 
make a fashion In village signs — what 
a good notton to borrow 1 It hns been 
urged that for the unlovely notice st 
the entrance to a town, reading, "Fnlr- 
fleld. No ’cut-outs,’ " there be sub- 
stituted s sign such as villages and 
the visitors to them enjoyed In the old 
days; a design, boldly executed and 
colored, which should call to mind 
some historical or Industrial associa- 
tion with the place, or some sugges- 
tion Inherent In the name Itself nnd 
which would coine In time to be known 
as the symbol of the town. The Lon- 
don Dally Mall thought the Idea so 
good that It opened a competition to 
designers of villngo signs. The first 
prise was $6,000 and hn* gone to a man 
who made a sign for the village of 
St. Peter’s-ln-Thanet — the English have 
literally picturesque nnmes on their 
map, but some of our own Indian 
words would offer the artist ns rich an 
opportunity, nnd think, too, what he 
could do for Concord and Lexlnglon, 
for Deerfield nnd Tnrrytown. Several 
of the English vlllnges have already 
responded with the offer to buy the de- 
signs submitted In this particular com- 
petition and have them executed and 
set up. In addition automoblllsts 
have declared their desire to contrib- 
ute toward the expenses In some cases, 
for they say that though they live In 
(he city, they would have much pleas- 
ure from these signs. At this point, 
however, the village will be wisest to 
refuse. The town may go where It 
will for the artist, but the sign must 
be Its own, no gift to It from an out- 
sider — better take five years to get It 
and have It real, than obtain It quick- 
ly and artificially. The village sign 
Is no fashion to sweep the countryside 
wholesale, but what aa admirable one 
to set going and let grow steadily 1 
The Villager.

Town Must Be Judged *y Conditions 
of Living That Prevail With- 
in Its Borders. N, 

The gathering of important Infor- 
mation by the census bureau has been' 
a gradual growth. The first census 
In 1790 was taken for the sole purpose 
of determining the representation, 
which by the Constitution had been 
put on a numerical basis. Each suc- 
ceeding decennial enumeration has had 
this as Its first object, but gradually 
other, and actually more Important 
finformatlon has beeu Included, until 
now the volumes Issued by the cen- 
sus bureau on other subjects far out- 
number those which contain the fig- 
ures of population. It Is a regret- 
table fact that we pny too little at- 
tention to these other figures. They 
oontaln a wealth of information and 
suggestion for the Improvement of In- 
dustrial, social, religious and domes- 
tic relations of the people. 

Rivalry between American cities 
based upon those conditions would be 
pn a higher plnne than the present 
rivalry In mere numbers. That city 
which could boast of being the best 
in which to live, best for all classes 
df, society, would have far more benefit 
lb Its boasting than the one which 
could speak only of Its numbers. Ur- 
ban life In the United States Is becom- 
ing too congested, too large i< 'i>or- 
Uon of the entire population oite 
of Improved facilities for ban 

living and transit. Cities wi. -I far 
better concern themselves with the 
Conditions of living of their people 
than with the number of people them- 
selves, as compared with other cities. 
That would be placing the emphasis 
where it belongs. 


Town’s Real Opportunities. 

Nearly all places go down in his- 
tory because of the kind of people 
they give to the world or eucrurage 
to remain, because of tbetr Interest 
In education, religious training and in 
true Americanism. The real greatness 
of any city depends on the future It 
la building for Its people, not on the 
wealth and prestige which the people 
are winning for It today. 

No town need be pessimistic because 
its numbers are small. There are op- 
portunities aplenty for it to win last- 
ing fame If It helps those within It to 
be intelligent, honest and anxious to 
help the nation and the world to be 
better places ia which to live. — Walter 
L Rob jpfin u> Indianapolis Star.

Five bills are being pressed by the 
legislative committee of the American 
Legion i»t the present session of con- 
gress. Foremost among those In pub- 
lic Interest Is the Fordney bill, that pro- 
vides adjusted compensation for all ex- 
service men, but more Important In the 
eyes of Legion men are the Watson 
bill, the Rogers bill, the Stevenson bill 
end a sundry appropriation bill allow- 
ing $10,000,000 for hospital construc- 
tion. 

The Fordney, or "bonus" bill, passed 
the house In the last days of the last 
session of the Sixty-sixth congress. It 
then was referred to the senate finance 
committee, of which Senator Boles 
Penrose of Pennsylvania Is chairman. 
Assurances were given that early hear- 
ings would be held on the bill. 

The Fordney bill, as It stands now, 
provides a cash payment for all vet- 
erans up to and (deluding the grade of 
captain, of one dollar a duy for each 
day of home service, and $1.7.5 a day 
for foreign service, with a limit of $500 
and $625, respectively. Or, the option 
of the same amount, plus 40 per cent 
If tdken in the form of government cer- 
tificates, assistance In the purchase of 
a home or farm or vocational training. 

The Fordney bill, however, will be 
subordinated to the other four pet 
Legion measures, all of which aim at 
the Improvement of the condition of 
the disabled. In this the legislative 
committee Is following the mandate 
of the second natlonul Legion conven- 
tion, which went on record that "mat- 
ters for the benefit of the sick and dis- 
abled are of first importance and are 
to be given preference over all oth- 
er legislation affecting the welfare of 
the service men." 

The Wason bill provides for 14 re- 
gional branches of the bureau of war 
risk insurance, as many sub-offices as 
may be necessary, and would make It 
possible for ex-service men to pay 
their government Insurance premiums 
at any post office. It relieves from the 
payment of premiums disabled men In 
hospitals or taking vocational train- 
ing and men temporarily disabled. It 
extends the time In which ex-service 
men may apply for hospitalization. It 
Is a bill that would Improve the effi- 
ciency of the war risk bureau and 
would give justice to the disabled. The 
Watson bill passed the house unani- 
mously at the last session. It then 
was referred to a sub-committee of 
the senate finance committee. 

The Rogers bill represents the efforts 
of the American Legion to obtain co- 
operation between the bureaus func- 
tioning for the benefit of disabled ex- 
service men. It provides for the trans- 
fer of the rehabilitation section of the 
federal board of vocational training 
and of the public health service to the 
jurisdiction of the war risk bureau. 
The plan Is to have all the bureaus un- 
der one directing and responsible head, 
preferably a new cabinet officer. 

The Stevenson bill would establish 
the same privilege of retirement for 
disabled officers of the emergency 
forces as Is -now enjoyed by officers of 
the regular army, a privilege already 
accorded by congress to emergency of- 
ficers of the navy. 


Much of Animal Loss Can Bo Prevented 
By Use of Purebred Stock and 
Bettor Care. 

It Is estimated that the annual pro- 
ductlon of poultry and eggs In the 
United States Is In excess of $000,000,- 
000 — the value of the hay or the wheat 
crop— and It Is also estimated that 
there Is a total loss of nearly 8 per 
cent of the eggs marketed. 

This great loss Is due largely to Im- 
proper handling between the farm and 
the market. Many farmers look upon 
egg* as a by-product, and the returns 
as so much clear gain. The hens for- 
age for a living, and the eggs are 
gathered when convenient and kept al- 
most anywhere. Such carelessness 
and a combination of mongrel stock, 
dirty nests, stolen nests of broody

Peanuts Through a Maat Grinder. 

Besides Basking an excellent sand- 
jwlch filling, peanut butter can be used 
to give flavor to a number of dishes 
-jttiat are cheap, easy to make, and very 
wholesome. T7ie "butter," which real-, 
fly Is Just finely ground peanuts to 
(srhlch salt has been added, can be 

K de at home very easily by putting 
shly roasted peanuts through a 
meat grinder after the red akins have 
t>een removed from them. Hie ma- 
chine should be adjusted to grind aa 
Cne as possible. If salt la added to 
th# nuts before they are ground It la 
generally mixed In more thoroughly. 

Hie following recipes, which are a lit- 
tle out of the ordinary, are recom- 
mended by home economics specialists 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 

Aa a Substitute for Meat 
Meat substitutes, especially for 
luncheon or supper, have been found 
by many housekeepers to be a success- 
ful way of keeping down the food bill 
and of giving more variety to the 
meals. Peanut butter souffle has a 
rich, nutty flavor and fluffy texture, 
and when made by this recipe supplies 
a little more protein and considerably 
mors fuel than a pound of average 
beef. With eggs at 00 cento a dozen 
and peanut butter at 35 cento a pound 
the materials will cost about 85 cento 
and will serve about four persona. 

Peanut Buttor Botflfl* 

14 cupful peanut Juice. 

butter. 1 cupful soft, etale 

J cupful tomato breadcrumbs. 

Juice. X teaspoon ful salt, 

taaapoonful onion I ease. 

Mix together the first five Ingredi- 
ents, add the well-beaten yolks of the 
eggs and fold In the stiffly beaten 
whiten Pour the mixture Into a but- 
tered baking dish and cook In a mod- 
erate oven for about 20 minutes. If 
desired, water and a little lemon juice 
may be used Instead of the tomato. 

Serve the souffle with tomato sauce 
made as follows: 

$ teaapoonfula but- teaspoonful 
ter or other tat salt. 

4 tablespe onfuls 1 cupful tomato 
flour. Juice. , 

Melt the butter, add the flour and 
cook for about a minute. Add the to- 
mato juice and salt and stir the sauce 
until It thickens. Either slclm milk or 
water flavored with tomato catsup may 
he used Instead of the tomato juice in 
making this sauce. 

An Economical Pudding. 

A cottage pudding without eggs, but- 
ter or milk may seer. like no pudding 
at all, but here la a recipe for peanut 
butter cottage pudding that to nutri- 
tious and good even though It contains 
none of these things. Moreover It la 
so hearty, that the main part of the 
meal roly be somewhat lesa substan- 
tial than usual.

hens, unconflned males, late-maturing 
pullets, and other undesirable condi- 
tions explain why the product In- 
cludes a high percentage of small, 
cracked, dirty, stale, heated, and even 
rotten eggs. 

Occasionally the accumulations of 
all these kinds of eggs are taken to 
the country merchants and exchanged 
for merchandise. The merchant usu- 
ally buys these eggs "case count,” pay- 
ing the same price for all kinds and 
size* provided they are eggs with an 
unbroken shell. Small production re- 
sults In small or Infrequent shipments. 

Many of those losses, the United 
States Department of Agriculture says, 
can be prevented by selecting pure 
breeds that lay more or larger eggs, 
such a* the Leghorns, Wyandottes, 
Plymouth Rocks, Rhode Island Reds, 
Orpingtons, etc.; glviug better care, 
food, and shelter, with dry, clean, ver- 
min-proof nests; confining males ex- 
cept In breeding season; collecting 
eggs frequently, especially In hot or 
muggy weather ; storing eggs In a dry, 
dean, cool place; using small and 
dirty eggs at home ; marketing fre- 
qsently, with protection at all times 
from heat; selling for cash on a basis 
of size and quality, “loss off” Instead 
of "case count" ; using an attractive 
package; and combining shipments as 
a matter of economy.

The passage of soldier bonus bills la 
New York, New Jersey, Washington 
and South Dakota by overwhelming 
majorities at the November elections 
to Unquestionable proof of the public's 
recognition of veterans’ claims, Is the 
opinion advanced In an editorial which 
appeared recently In the American Le- 
gion Weekly. 

"One-fonrth of the five million men 
who served In the army -and Bavy live 
in states which have shown their sense 
of Justice by awarding compensation," 
the writer says. "Thrte-fourths of the 
veterans of the World war live in 
thirty-six states which have not faced 
the Issue — In most of them because 
there have been no recent sessions of 
state legislatures. 

"The United States senate will aoon 
pass on the question of national com- 
pensation for World war veterans. 
Facing them squarely la the Fordney 
bill, adopted by the lower house. This 
bill will meet every test of Justice. It 
to in accord with the sentiment of the 
people of the country as attested by 
tha state bonus elections. Its passage 
by the senate will mark the fulfillment 
of a national obligation. The state bo- 
nuses are the expressions of a desire 
by the people to give a square deal. 
They do not lessen In any degree the 
federal responsibility, which cannot be 
avoided on the plea of state generos- 


That the utilization of freezing stor- 
age for the preservation of berries, 
other email fruits and tomatoes could 
be profitably extended to the belief ef 
special tots of the bureau of market*, 
United State* Department of Agricul- 
ture. Many Ice cream manufa c turers 
and cannera would be benefited by 
adopting practicable methods of hold- 
ing such products for manufacturing 
purposes, aay the specialists. 

It la pointed out that the preserva- 
tion of fruits by freezing to cheaper 
than canning them, especially when 
tin containers are scarce and costly as 
at present; and that the frosen fruit, 
held at the proper temperatures, ha* a 
more natural flavor than canned or 
dried fruit The experimenters found 
fruit preserved by freezing to be folly 
as satisfactory aa fresh fruit and su- 
perior to canned or dried fruit for use 
In making ice creams and sherbets, 
and for cooking Into plea, preserves, 
Jellies and other desserts and confec- 
tions. The frozen frulto after thaw- 
ing are not well salted for eating 
alone In a raw state, but an consid- 
ered very palatable when eaten before 
they have completely thawed. When 
used as Ingredients for desserts and 
confections best results will be ob- 
tained if they are combined before 
they are free from Ice.

A satisfactory home-made mixture 
to kill lice on poultry consists of three 
parts of gasoline and one part of 
crude carbolic acid with as much plas- 
ter of parts as the liquids will mois- 
ten. 

The material Is allowed to dry a 
few hours and then placed In air- 
tight containers. The mixture has 
been tried out at the Ohio experiment 
station. 

The powder should not be mixed 
or placed near a flame. It is neces- 
sary to hold the fowl while dusting 
In order to work the dust Into the 
feathers thoroughly. Ten pounds of 
the mixture will treat 250 mature 
birds. 

Mercurial ointment or "blue but- 
ter” baa been found valuable for 
killing bead lice frequently found on 
little chicks. Mercurial ointment Is a 
stiff substance, and should be mixed 
with one or two parts vaseline to ap- 
ply It easily. 

A bit of the mixture the size of a 
pea applied with the tip of the finger 
and rubbed Into the feathers about 
the bead will destroy the lice. It 
should not be used too freely.

The pnrpose of a window ventilator 
Is to provide ventilation without cre- 
ating a direct draft 
In Figs. 1 and 0 are shown two 
types of ventilators. 

The ventilator In Fig. 1 Is a wooden 
frame covered with cheesecloth. It Is 
made of the exact width of the window 
sash, and It is hinged nt Its center to 
fold (Fig. 2) to permit slipping Its 
ends Into the groove thnt the window- 
snsh slides In. When the ends are 
slipped Into place, the framework can 
he straightened by pushing upon the 
center; with the wlndow-snsh lowered 
the framework will be held sccbrely. 

Prepare strips A (Fig. 8) of n length 
equal to the width of the window open- 
ing, by 1 Inch nr 1H Inches wide; 
prepnre strips B nnd C 6 or more 
Inches long, according to how tnrge 
n ventilating area you want. Miik,e 
strips B of the width of Strips A, nnd 
strip C one-half ngnln ns wide. Fasten

The ventilator In Fig. C Is made of 
n board 8 or 10 Inches wide, by oh 
long ns the wlndow-snsh Is wide, nnd 
two tomnto cans.

Then fnsteu the cans in the openings 
by running wires through holes 
punched through their sides, twisting 
the wire end Into loops, nnd driving 




amps U between the ends of strips A, 
with nulls, nnd fasten strip O at the 
center. Draw u line along the center 
of the length of Strip C, and across 
strips A. The frame Is to he sawed 
apurt along this line, but saw It only 
purt way through, now. Get a pair of 
hinges, locate them as shown nt D, and 
start the screw holes; then tack the 
cheesecloth covering to the framework, 
as Indicated In Fig. 2.

A GOOD GARDEN 

By Edward Lukeman 

A good garden, well planned and 
cared for, is one of the Joys ot life. 
Did yon have a good one the pnat 
year? Did the peqple who passed by 
say, that is the best garden on this 
street. If so, you felt proud and you 
had a right to be. 

But stop and Rsk yourself this 
question, what Is it that enables you 
to have such a good garden. The 
work you did would not In Itself pro- 
duce such a good one. You will have 
to go hack farther. 

There was a time when n strong 
man with an axe over his ehoulder 
started to clear the woods Just where 
your garden lay. He brought big wife 
and little ones with him and his first 
work) was to build them a tent of 
brush and only hemlock boughs for a 
roof. Every time It rained It was 
wet inside, and more than one night 
the man stood at the door, keeping 
watch over his dear ones while the 
wind or wild animals wok© the night 
echoes with their wild shrieks. 

That man felled the ^vees and 
cleared the land In ordffi to make 
room for a better home, and lie did 
it with a song and a great hope in 
his heart. H© looked down the years 
and saw the land that was to be 
That was his life work. Humble work 
(tone with patience, and all the greater 
because it was done out of love for 
those who came after he hud laid 
down his axe for the last time. 

That man's shadow lengthening 
down the years falls on the garden 
that is now yours. If he hud gone 
round the hard places and left the 
trying things undone it would have 
changed the destiny of your whole 
life, and this is your starting point 
The first settlers could not do all that 
was to be done; In fact could not do 
more than they did. The hands with 
which they tolled were well nigh bare 
of tools. An axe and a crude plow 
were his Implements. His oxen helped 
him to roll up the logs in order to 
build a log cabin, and out of one ot 
these cabins came one or the greatest 
and most popular presidents of the 
United States. 

It is singular, though none the less 
striking and true, that agriculture 
that the entire world depends upon 
for existence, was the last to profit 
by the use of improved machinery. 
The introduction of the reaper, the 
binder, the thresher and the mowing 
machine are all within the memory 
of many persons now living today. 
While the corn planter, the cultivator 
and other tractor are all of recent in 
Reduction. I mention this, not in 
any fault-finding way, but to show 
you how hard it was in the pioneer 
duys and what courage it took to get 
the land into condition to produce 
food. If it was not for the Improved 
farm machinery food would be a great 
deal less plenty and prices veiy much 
higher than now prevail. 

If you refer to the last census of th« 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture and see how many boys and girls 
who have left the farms for the city, 
the result will be startling, and you 
will wonder how long it will be before 
food will have to be imported into this 
country, instead of exported, ns it is 
at the present time. 

But there is a bright side to this 
picture, as well as a dark one, and 
that is, while the farms have been 
depleted from almost all tne best 
workers, the total acreage planted Bo 
the staple crops remains about the 
same, and this has been made possi- 
ble by the use of Improved machinery 
mentioned above. 

Some of the readers of this column 
are apt to say, well this hnppened so 
long ago that nothing of this kind is 
being done now. But there is, it’s 
being done in Wisconsin, Minnesota 
nnd the far West right along. 1 knew 
a doctor who went to Northern Wis- 
consin and did this very thing, uml 
now has one of the show farms in 
that prosperous farming state. 

However, I never wpuld recommend 
this way to anyone. 1 have always 
thought it would be better to purchase 
a place on a mortgage, and pay for it 
as you go aking. But the objection tc 
this is, you have to have some ready 
money and if you make a failure you 
will probably lose what you huve paid 
in, while the other way won’t require 
any cash payments; it will take 
money to live until the laud is cleared 
sc a wheat crop can he grown and 
before this is done many a man lias 
tired, folded his hands, and said. ) 
am not going to do any more, let 
somebody else go on with rav work. 
Don’t let this he said in your case, hut 
keep on trying and when the final 
summons comes it will be said of you 
"he made his place one of earth's 
beauty p f pots and tbe world is all the 
better for his having lived in it.

SUNFLOWERS AS BEAN POLES 

Gardtnsrs Hava Ingenious Method of 

Decreasing tha Cost of Raising 
Popular Vegetable. 

The high cost of wood has at last 
affected even the humble bean pole. 
While the cost of bean poles may seem 
to be a mere trifle, one ham hut to con- 
sider the scores used In large fields 
and note the price of even soft woods 
to see that the total can be a greut 
Item In overhead. To beat this gar- 
deners have tried out with success tha 
giant Busslan sunflower. They plant- 
ed two or three seeds with each hill 
of climbing befuis, and thinned to leave 
one sunflower plant to each hill. 

Up this live “pole" the beans twined 
and ascended. The gardener kept all 
leaves off the sunflower except several 
at the very top. They made excellent 
poles, yielded a crop of their own, and 
were cheap. Low cost and the conven- 
ience with which they are provided, 
are big advantages of the sunflower 
bean pole. 

Of course, the sunflower Isn't the 
first makeshift bean pole. Through- 
out those farming regions of Amer- 
ica where wood Is scarce, climbing 
beans for decades have been planted 
almost wholly In the corn. There are 
western farmers who don't know what 
you mean when you speak of “pole" 
beans. They call them "cornstalk” 
beans, because of the universal use of 
the makeshift pole. 


First Porcelain Money. 

The Oriental use of porcelain for 
coinage began with Siamese porcelain 
tokens In use from the middle of the 
eighteenth century until 1871, when 
they were forbidden. The majority of 
these pieces were Issued In Bangkok, 
largely by gambling houses. There 
are at least 880 known kinds. They 
occur in a great variety of shapes, 
colors and values. The denominations 
are oo the reverse, and are generally 
In blue. The native name of this cur- 
rency la “PI." The inscriptions ar* 
usually In Chinese, as the gambling 
houses were usually owned and oper> 
•ted by Chinas*.

At 
Geneva he visited the “House of a 
Thousand mirrors” and Jokingly said, 
"You can imagine that I thought 1 
was surrounded by an army of giants 
when I beheld myself reflected so 
many times. 

He said it was very affecting to 
visit the cemeteries near the battle 
front, where lie the honored dead, 
2600 white crosses in one, and all ol 
the same type and where no one is 
allowed to erect any other monument, 
inasmuch as the Supreme Sacrifice 
made all, officers and privates, equal. 

And so he went on recalling place 
after place that our war news made 
familiar to all. but giving a little bit 
of information that would fix it for- 
ever in the listener's mind. So thi 
evening was very entertaining and a 
most profitable one for all that air 
tended.

Organized Fight of Capital on the 
Closed Shop Becomes 
More Imminent. 

ACTION BY MANUFACTURERS 


Machinists Accuse the Railroad Com. 
! panies — Plan to. Stop Immigration 
% Probably Killed — Harding In- 
auguration to Be Simple — 
Affairs in Europe. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Ainerleun industries and American 
business generally are beginning to 
“speed up” and tlic more optimistic, 
like Elbert H. Gary, eliairmun of the 
board of the United Stutes Steel cor- 
poration, declares there is nothing un- 
fa” hie to prosperity on the horizon, 
of tnuny commodities, including 
'tes of building muterluls, are 
down steadily, and in many 
.s wages are being , reduced, in 
«ome instances the reduction being 
made by the employers and accepted 
by the men and in others being sug- 
gested by the workers themselves in 
order that the plants may be enabled 
to continue In operation. 

1 All tills is quite satisfactory to the 
ordinary citizen, but there is one dark 
cloud, despite the assertions of the op- 
timists. This is the coming light be- 
tween organized labor und capital over 
the open shop. There are many signs 
that the issue will be joined soon. Lust 
Wednesduy the representatives of 
twenty-two state manufacturers’ asso- 
ciations, in conference in Chicugo, 
adopted resolutions pledging support 
for the open shop movement. In the 
discussion many speakers declared 
they would not employ union labor in 
• their factories and mills, but when the 
vote wus taken it was made clear that 
the resolution did not propose nny dis- 
crimination against the holder of a 
union curd. In substance the resolu- 
tion was: 

“It is recognized as fundamental in 
this country thut nil luw-ublding citi- 
zens or residents have the right to 
work when they please, for whom they 
please, und on whatever terms are mu- 
tually ugreed upon between employee 
and employer and without Interference 
or discrimination upon the part of 
others. 

•‘We hereby express our purpose to 
Bupiiort these fundamental principles 
of Aiuerlcun plan of employment by 
the maintenance of the open shop. 

“We urge upon our members to se- 
cure by discussion und education the 
active support of workers, mcrchnnts, 
bunkers und professional men und ull 
other elements of their prospective 
communities In favor of Amerlcun 
Ideals und the open shop.” 

(July u few days previously an at- 
torney for the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists presented to the in- 
terstate commerce commission a peti- 
tion charging thut the larger ruilroad 
companies have united iu an opeu 
shop movement designed to disrupt 
unionism, uud thut they are this year 
“milking the United States treasury to 
the tune of $750,000,900 through their 
cur repair manipulation.” The compa- 
nies, It is asserted, are closing their 
repair shops uud giving the work to 
outside coucerus which churge exorbi- 
tant rates, und In this way more than 
80,000 workers have beeu thrown out 
of employment. According to the ma- 
chinists. this drive on railroad shop 
workers is only one phase of a capi- 
talistic “open shop” movemeut devel- 
oping throughout the country, which 
has for “its real object” disruption of 
“all legitimate labor organizations and 
trade union agreements." 

Closely connected with the question 
of labor is that of Immigration und its 
restriction. The forces of organized 
labor huve been In fuvor of the John- 
son bill, which would stop all immigra- 
tion for one year, and so have many 
other elements of the population, but 
late dis|>atcbes from Washington indi- 
cate that the bill U to be sidetracked 


by the senate committee and nothing 
done until the senntors can formulate 
a permanent policy on immigration. In 
this they nre yielding to the opinion 
of representatives of certain classes 
of employers, Including the railroad, 
steel and coal people, who told the 
committee that the threatened “flood 
If immigrants from Europe" Is a 
myth, and thnt there Is no emergency 
warranting the passage of the Johnson 
measure. 

Secretary Frank Morrison of the 
American Federation of Labor told the 
committee thnt the federation’s de- 
mnnd was for straight-out protection 
from alien lnbor for a period of two 
years. He snid that reports Just re- 
ceived from labor ofllclnls In 141 cities 
showed the totnl number of unem- 
ployed in these plnces to he 1,819,872, 
nnd said he would not “dare estimate 
whnt the total of all cities would 
show.” 

Figures were submitted by Mr. Mor- 
rison showing the unemployed In 
Greater New York to be 300,000; De- 
troit. 150.000; Philadelphia, 235,000; 
Chicago, 200,000; Cleveland, 118,000; 
St. Louis, 40,000; Boston, 50,000; Mil- 
waukee, 40,000; San Francisco, 15,000; 
Seattle, 9,000, nnd Pittsburgh, 20,000. 
In contrast to this, he showed, the net 
Immigration, at present rates, would 
be 784,000 a year. 

Avowedly In order to set an ex- 
ample of economy and democratic 
simplicity, Mr. Harding last week 
caused to be canceled all the arrange- 
ments for an elaborate ceremony on 
the occasion of his Inauguration March 
4. At his request the citizens’ commit- 
tee called off the celebration It had 
plunned and also the ball, and the 
joint congressional committee agreed 
that there shall be nothing doing ex- 
cept the administration of the oath 
to the President-elect nnd the delivery 
of his address, probably from the east 
porch of the capltol. This course nat- 
urally has peeved the business men 
nnd hotel keepers of Washington, but 
everyone else in the country heartily 
commends it. 

Mr. Hurdlng’s conferences with 
prominent men are about over. Very 
soon he will lenve Marlon for Florida, 
where he will write his inaugural and 
presumably finish making up his mind 
us to his cabinet. Concerning the lat- 
ter, it wus interesting If not pleasant 
to rend lust week that the hyphenated 
Germun-Amerlcans, newly organized 
into u league, were virtually to ask 
Mr. Ilurdiug to give a place in the 
cabinet to a Germun-Amerlcan. A 
committee was selected to carry to 
Marlon a list of men from which the 
President-elect might make a choice. 
The avowed desire of the new league 
to creute au era of good feeling at 
home and abroad would meet with 
greater sympathy If It did not insist 
on the “German," and If it’ were not 
for the fact that one of its leaders is 
George Sylvester Vlereck, editor of a 
muguzine thut was formerly the Fa- 
thcrlund und notorious for his pro- 
Germun activities during the war. 

■ 

General Crowder is helping Cuba 
to get out of her political and finan- 
cial tangle und the prospect is now 
thut lie will succeed. First lie lias tak- 
en up the mutter of the recent pres- 
idential elections, recommending that 
the thousands of charges of fraud be 
cleured up speedily by grouping them 
nnd deciding representative cases. 
Then he will undertake to arrange 
the islutid's money troubles. The Cu- 
ban senate ulready has passed a meas- 
ure for the extension of the mora- 
torium for four months on a modified 
basis, a plan approved by President 
Menocul und probably by General 
Crowder. The Cubans are strongly 
opposed to the plan of the American 
bankers for taking over their finan- 
cial institutions, which were collaps- 
ing. They suld the bankers asked too 
high a rate of Interest and too long 
u period for the loan offered. It Is 
said the situation Is unpleasantly com 
plicated by the activity of our acting 
secretary of state, Norman H. Davis, 
who Is reputed to have made a for- 
tune In Havana under the regime of 
Gomez, one of the claimants to the 
presidency. 

Discord between the British and 
French over the question of German 
reparations Is further revealed by the 
downfall of the Leygues ministry In 
Paris. A large majority of the cham- 
ber of deputise fall in with the pop- 





ulnr belief thnt Premier Leygues and 
his colleagues were too much under 
the Influence of the BHtlsh cabinet, 
which wishes thnt a reparations total 
be named far below what the French 
people hnve been led to expect. Be- 
cause Leygues refused to outline hln 
foreign policy before the meeting with 
Lloyd George, which was set fot this 
week, the chamber declined to give 
him a vote rff confidence nnd he and 
his fellows resigned. It was said In 
Paris the adverse vote was due partly 
to the action of the Amerlcnn govern- 
ment in withdrawing from the coun- 
cil of ambassadors, many deputies re- 
garding this ns showing America’s 
lack of confidence in the French gov- 
ernment 

Tcbltcherin, foreign minister of sov- 
iet Russia, has defied the League 
of Nations to send an International 
army to the plebiscite region of Lith- 
uania, and In a note to the Polish gov- 
ernment hns warned the allies that 
the soviet armies will attack any such 
force. He asserts the Vllna affair la 
not of concern to Poland and Lithu- 
ania alone, but that Russia also Is 
vitally interested. 

The Germans nre tremendously ex- 
cited concerning another proposed 
plebiscite, that in the coal region of 
Silesia, for they hnve convinced them- 
selves that Poland is planning to 
seize that territory before the vote II 
held. It is said in Berlin that an 
army of 175,000 Poles has been con-. | 
centrnted near the Silesian border » 
and at Posen for this purpose. The 
Poles certainly are getting ready for 
uc-tlon, nnd are reorganizing their arm- 
ies along French lines, but ostensibly 
they are preparing to meet the ex- 
pected offensive of the Reds. 

Mustapha Iveinal Pasha hns admin- 
istered a severe blow to the Greeks in 
Asia Minor. Concentrating heavy 
forces secretly, he made a surprise 
attack on ihe Smyrna front, breaking 
through the Greek lines in three places 
and so threatening an encirclement thnt i 
the Greeks were forced to retire to- ' 
ward the const. The Turks captured , 
several towns as well as many pris- 
oners, and It looks as if they might 
bottle the Greeks up In Smyrna. 

King Constantine thinks the French 
are carrying on a campaign to fores 
the revision of the treaty of Sevres 
and to compel the Greeks to get out 
of the Smyrna region— and it Ip like- 
ly he Is correct in his belief. He an- 
nounced last week that he would not 
abdicate even if the allied nations . 
should refuse to recognize him as the 
ruler of Greece. 

Austria’s distressful condition Is 
growing worse dally, if that is possi- 
ble. A few days ago it was reported 
tliat the government had notified the 
allied nations thut It was ready to 
quit and turn over the country to the 1 
League of Nations to manage. The eeo. 
noniic and pollticul situation there 
seems hopeless. Nearly everyone has 
quit work, und u general strike has 
been ordered to begin Thursday of 
tills week. Workmen declure they 
will remain idle until profiteering 
ceuses, und demuud that the deduc- 
tion of the income tax from their puy 
envelopes stop until the cupitai levy 
law is put in force. The government 
has made drastic regulations against j 
profiteering, but these often are dls- j 
regarded and extortionate prices are ! 
asked for all commodities not under 
government control. The communists, 
of course, are ready to take advantage 
of the situation and start more trou- 
ble. 

The treaty of Chicago, the pact 
which brings peace to the warring fac- 
tions in baseball, was adopted und 
signed last week, and Judge Landis 
Is now the supreme ruler of the na- 
tional game.

Whether yon have a starter or not, 
a motor that Is difficult to fret under 
way Is an exasperating proposition — 
and the arrival of cooler days and the 
present low grade of gasoline will 
make any motor difficult of Initial op- 
eration. It Is the absence of heat that 
brings about the hard starting motor, 
due to the difficulty of volntllizlng the 
low grade of gnsollne now on the 
market. 

Truth la the fuel Is so cold and 
heavy It will not break up and mix 
with nlr even If the suction of the 
motor raises a sufficient quantity for 
ordinary purposes. Most of the cars 
now built are fitted with hot air tubes 
leading from the exhaust pipe to the 
fixed rtlr Inlet of the carburetor, thus 
permitting only hot nlr to enter, which 
aids In gasCvIng the gnsollne. 

This hot nlr tube will be of no par- 
ticular avail while the engine Is dead 
cold, ns, for Instance, when It has been 
standing all night, hut Is of material 
advantage In economical running and 
In starting. The common practice Is 
to have a hollow casting clamped to 
the exhaust pipe and from the Interior 
of this Is run a flexible metal pipe to 
the fixed air intake of the enrburetor, 
thus supplying warm nlr at nil times 
and aiding In making better mixture 
and more economy in the matter of 
fuel consumption. 

Heat Generates Gas. 

The warmer the air the more a 
given quantity of gasoline Is trans- 
ferred" Into gas, and so more economy 
Is Insured. Resides, It has been found 
/ that In even cool weather It Is almost 
Impossible to so adjust a carburetor 
as to permit the motor to be throttled 
down as well as It should be, and 
again the hot air pipe cornea Into good 
use. 

Most of the carburetor manufactur- 
ers or agents have these pipes ready 
for Instant Installation, and as they 
cost little, no motorist should be with- 
out one. Ala a matter of fact, a large 
section hose can be used so long as 
some arrangement Is made whereby It 
can be secured at the exhaust pipe 
end. 



A tin can could be slipped over thfc 
exhaust pipe and the hose Inserted In 
a hole In the cnn. This would serve 
the purpose just ns well as the flexible 
pipe, except It would be difficult to 
keep In place and would tend to rattle. 

Fans Cause Trouble. 

Efficient cooling of a motor ^ependfi 
somewhat upon the condition of the 
fan, or more particularly, the fun 
blades. An Instance Is known where 
n motorist had gone over his enr and 
even had a repairman investigate to 
find out why the motor heated. It 
was found that three out of the four 
fan blndes had In some manner be- 
come straightened out, so as to pull 
no air through the radiator, although 
the fan was being driven by the belt 
ns It wns designed to do. As soon as 
the blades were* turned to their orig- 
inal position and air was puli'*! 
through the radiator there was no 
trouble about keeping the motor cool. 

Clean the Fuel Tank. 

Don’t overlook the gasoline tank hj 
the matter of cleaning, for at some 
time It will be found tills Is a necet- 
snry thing. Here was a recent eaufie 
that baffled even the experts, and It ull 
came about because the owner ran 
out of gasoline. That was not a great 
misfortune, for he happened to be 
uear a supply station and the tank 
wns refilled. But the motor would nftt 
start, although a few moments before 
It had been running. Gnsollne would 
not flow to the carburetor, although 
the tank had just been filled. 

When the gnsollne ran out, became 
entirely exhausted, even down to the 
last drop, it carried Into the gasoline 
feed pipe some little particle of ref jSfe 
or dirt that previously had been float- 
ing on the top of the gasoline. This 
found Its way Into the pipe and clogged 
It, so ns to prevent a flow to the car- 
buretor. The remedy was simple 
enough when the difficulty was dl*- 
covered. The gasoline pipe was re- 
moved and the particle of dirt blown 
out. It Is because of this that It Is 
essential that the tank be cleaned out 
every once In a while.

WEAK VALVE SPRINGS

Top grades of fresh closed at 52c and 
storage at 60c. Low grades and Dairy 
butter weak. 

After the radical advance of l-2c at 
country cheese markets Monday, the mar- 
kets gained strength, but dealers did not 
lollow the advance well nnd nt the closo 
there wns some nervousness evident. 
White Twins, fancy held, sold nt 28c, 
Young Americas at 29c, and late made 
twins brought 25%c. 

Eggs have not arrived as freely as ex- 
pected nnd the low prices of tho past 
week have evidently increased consump- 
tion beyond tho supply. Storage eggs 
were practically off the mnrket so far as 
wholesale trade was concerned, so prices 
have made several sharp advances. 
Fresh westerns sold from 68c to 71c on 
Monday, and at the close had advanced 
to 74-77c. Hennery eggs went from 72c 
up to 78c. 

Poultry has likewise advanced, most all 
styles showing 2 to 3c higher at the close. 
Large birds nave sold best, large fowl 
going from 38 to 40c up to 42c whole- 
sale. while the fine chickens moved from 
44c up to 46c and. 48c. Broilers have sold 
up to 49c. Turkeys have been very short 
and are reaching the luxury class with 
the few boxes here selling nt 58c to 62c. 
Geese and Ducks also scarce and prices 
nominal. Live poultry from nearby 
points has not been plentiful and the ap- 
proaching egg laying period has evidently 
kept the fowl on the farm. Large birds 
have ranged 2 to 3c higher up to 40o 
and chickens according to size up to 38c. 


Residents of Methuen, Mass., are in 
Rrave doubt as to the outcome of a 
“Bpeclal town meeting” which will be 
held soon to decide the form of gov- 
ernment deBired. The doubt is caused 
by the women’s vote, which was of no 
concern in 1917, when the decision for 
a city form o i government was sup- 
posed to have been token. Another 
factor Is the vote of Bcores of former 
Lawrence citizens who have taken res- 
idence here lately. 

Heads of two state departments 
have lost little time In putting Into 
practice certain recommendations 
' n$ade by Gov. Cox of Massachusetts, In 
his inaugural address, which make for 
economy and bnsln®«m efficiency. Tax 
Commissioner Henry F. Long and 
nounced that the Income tax depart- 
ment will begin promptly depositing 
all funds It receives with the state 
treasurer. The Income tax depart- 
ment handles $16,000,000 annuallly. 

To rid the building of rats it Is nec- 
essary to stop their food supply, de- 
prive them of their shelter and then 
either trap them, poison them or drive 
them away with cats or dogs. This, 
in brief. Is the advice the Boston 
health department gives in a circular 
It is now distributing. “You will not 
have rats unless you feed them or pro- 
vide them with shelter, or do both,” 
states Uie circular. “If rats already 
Infest your premises you will not get 
rid of them until you have deprived 
them of food and of shelter or of 
both.” 

Governor Cox, guest of honor at a 
reception and banquet of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company at 
the City Club, Boston, declared that if 
people will get away from the “appeal 
to fear and despair” better conditions 
will be seen In Massachusetts and the 
United States. The governor further 
urged his audition to have care 
“leBt the traditions of law and order, 
the right to individual liberty and to 
enjoy the products of your own thrift, 
fail to be protected.” He asked for 
a return to the example set by the 
Pilgrims and the manner In which 
they solved their problems 300 years 
ago. 

That a pay-as-you-go plan be 
adopted for meeting the required pen- 
sion expenditures which must be made 
from the public treasury, In place of 
the present plan by which the burden 
ployees be placed upon a contributory 
is shifted upon a future generation; 
that pensions of all future public em- 
basls similar to the State and teach- 
ers’ systems now in existence; that 
the many glaring inequalities in exist- 
ing laws be removed, and that no 
fqrther laws for special pensions, an- 
nuities or gratuities be enacted, are 
among the recommendations of the 
Joint Special Committee on Pensions, 
filed with the clerk of the Massachu- 
setts House.

During the 
various drives for Liberty loans and 
wnr funds the newly appointed chair- 
man acquired a national reputation ns 
an orator, especially on subjects In- 
volving patriotism and Amerlcnnlsm.

CONGRESS IS URGED TO ACT 

Five Provision* Requested In Aid of 
Disabled Veterans, Amending 
Vocational Training Law. 

Amendment of the law under which 
disabled veterans of the World war 
are given vocational training, so as 
to provide five things demanded by 
the last convention of the American 
Legion at Cleveland was urged In 
congress by Legion representative*. 

The five provisions requested by 
the Legion are: 

1. Vocational training for American 
citizens who served with the allied 
armies, who were disabled and who 
are not entitled to training under the 
present law. 

2. Training with pay for all dis- 
abled veterans with 10 per cent or 
more dlsn*hillty, Instead of training 
with pay for some and training with- 
out pay for others, ns now provided. 

8. Vocational training for the wid- 
ows and orphans of all men who died 
In the service. 

4. The right of the federal board 
for vocational education to give all 
disabled men In training such medical 
care and treatment as Is necessary 
to keep them at their courses. 

5. That all disabled men In train- 
ing shnll receive $100 a month from 
the government while In training and 
those with dependents $120 a month, 
Instead of different sums based upon 
the cost of living In different local- 
ities as now provided. 

A special plea was mnde by John 
Thomas Taylor of the nntlonnl legis- 
lative committee of the Legion for 
vocational training for the widows 
nnd orphans of the American dead of ' 
the World war. He snld that un- 
doubtedly the 50,0fo0 American chil- 
dren whose fathers slept In Flanders 
fields were entitled to the snme edu- 
cational advantages thnt they would 
hnve had, were their fathers alive nnd 
able to provide for them. The wid- 
ows of the men who died in France, 
he added, were likewise entitled, the 
hrend-wlnnlng member of the family 
having been killed In defense of the 
country, to be taught some kind of 
work of trade.

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FEEDS FOR BACKYARD FLOCK 

Dry Math la Racommandad In AdtfL 
•Ian to Aaaortmant of Grains 
and Tablo Scrap#. 

Ik addition to the grain nnd the 
tablo scraps given a backyard floqfc 
R la well to feed a dry mash. Thla 
dry mash la composed of various 
ground grains and Is placed In a mash 
hopper or box from which the hens can 
help themselves. The advantage of 
feeding such a mnah la that the hens 
always have access to feed, nnd this 
tends to mnke up for any faulty, In- 
experienced, or Insufficient feeding. 
The hens do not like the dry mash 
oo well that they are likely to over- 
eat, but It will supply a source of 
feed In cane they are not getting 
fnough grain feed. The dry mash al- 
so provides a suitable medium for 
feeding beef scrap, a certain amount 
of which may or may not be necessary, 
depending upon the amount of meat 
scraps available In the table waste. 
If the hens show a tendency to become 
overfat It may be desirable to close 
the mnsh hopper during n part of the 
day and allow them access to It only 
daring a certain period, preferably the 
afternoon. 

A good dry mash, recommended by 
poultry specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, Is 
composed of equal pnrts by weight of 
com meal, wheat bran, wheat mid- 
dlings, nnd beef scrap. Another mash 
Is composed of three parts- by weight 
of com meal nnd one’ part beef scrap. 
Still n third mnsh, which has given 
excellent results. Is composed of one 
pound of wheat bran, one pound of 
wheat middlings, 6.5 pounds of beef 
scrap, nnd 16.5 pounds of corn meal. 
The beef scrap used In the dry mnsh 
Is usunlly the most expensive In- 
gredient, but it Is an essential part of 
the mnsli and very • efficient for egg 
production. It should not be elimi- 
nated or reduced , unless the quantity 
of meat In the tnble scraps is con- 
siderable or unless some other prod- 
uct can' be substituted for It. Fish 
scrap, when available, may replace the 
beef scrap, or cottonseed meal can be 
used to replace one-haif the beef scrap 
In the mash. No attempt should be 
made to replace more than half the 
beef scrap with cottonseed meal, as

Green-cut bone can often be pur- 
chased from the butcher. This mate- 
rial when procured fresh makes an ex- 
cellent substitute for beef scrap. It 
should be purchased In small quan- 
tities, as It cannot be kept fresh for 
any length of time and when spoiled 
may cause severe bowel trouble. It Is 
best fed In a trough not oftener than 
every other day, allowing about one- 
half ounce per bird. Should severe 
or continued looseness of the bowels 
follow the feeding of green-cut bone 
It should be discontinued or the quan- 
tity reduced. 

VICE OF FEATHER PLUCKING 

Some Authorities Attribute Habit to 
Lack of Scratching Facilities 
While Confined. 

Among the annoying vices that fowia 
In confinement will contract is that 
of feather plucking. The reason for 
it Is not clearly established ; some at- 
tribute It to the birds being kept In 
close quarters devoid of scratching fa- 
cilities, while others are of the opinion 
that it is a lack of meat in the ration 
or a want of green stuff. But what- 
ever it is it is a nasty vice. Changing 
conditions will sometimes bring relief ; 
others advocate a change of ration, 
giving stuffs of a cooling nature to 
which hus been added a pinch of salt. 
If only one or two hens are guilty 
lu u fiock they hud better be killed 
before others take up the buhlt. Far 
lng down the beak so that It will not 
close tight to nip or pull out the feath- 
ers will be found effective. The busy 
hen with room to turn around In and 
green, wholesome food scarcely ever 
contracts this vice.

Older Fowls Ar* Preferred for Brood- 
ing Purpoa s s C ockerel* Most 
Satisfactory. 

Usually bens make better breeders 
than pullets. Cockerels, if well ^rown 
and matured, often give better fertil- 
ity titan older birds.

N EA8Y TO GROW GRASS LAWN 

Perfect Qreenaward May Be Quickly 
Realized by the Use of Novel 
English Method. 

It Is proverbially a slow business 
getting a good grass lawn In a gar- 
den, hut a new English Iden makes It 
possible to secure a fine stretch of 
verdure Just as one would buy a car- 
pet at the stores. Grass seed Is sown 
thickly on strong canvas and, when 
this Is thickly covered with growth It 
Is ready for making the lawn. 

The site Is well prepared, being 
made perfectly level, and special at- 
tention Is given to getting the soil so 
that It Is a favorable rooting medium 
tot the little plants. Then the grass 
mats are put down on sections, these 
being closely fitted together. As time 
goes on the roots push down through 
the canvas and. In this way, establish 
a permanent lawn. Ultimately the 
material will rot. The value of this 
Ilea In the fact that an Immediate ef- 
fect can be secured. It is quite easy 
to have a splendid grass lawn in a 
situation where, a few hours before 
there was nothing of the kind. 
Thenceforward the grass will go on 
improving and the little plants speed- 
ily take a hold on the soil. — Scientific 
American. 

Trass Beyond Valuation. 

Ten million dollars’ damuge nnno- 
alfy Is done to the shade trees and 
bardy shrubs of the country by shade 
tree insects, according to estimates 
made by the bureau of entomology, 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

It Is very difficult to estimate the 
money value of the shade trees and 
shrubs of the country, but a very con- 
servative estimate would place their 
value at $1,000,000,000. These figures 
were reached after extensive corre- 
spondence with the forestry and other 
authorities of states and municipali- 
ties. A more definite census is aimed 
•L but the figures are taken as de- 
pendable for general purposes. They 
are based on the value of trees te 
cities, parks and private propwty, and 
have no reference to the bare intric- 
ate value of wood or lumber. An old 
oak tree which, because of Ita condi- 
tion Is not worth $2 for lumber, may 
add $500 to the value of the city lot 
oa which It Is located. 


City Haa Right Idea. 

A campaign to beautify school sur- 
roundings has been started by the 
architectural-engineering department 
of the public schools. About $36,000 
will be spent this year, It Is announced. 

A. D. Weeks, director of the de- 
partment. says that from a landscape 
standpoint Detroit schools rank poorly 
Ip comparison with eastern cities 
though they compare favorably to 
architecture.

VEGETABLES ARE NECESSARY

So the clever cook uses new 
recipes for the stored aod canned prod- 
ucts of the garden and in that way 
tempts 'the lahguld spring appetites. 

The following recipes are recom- 
mended by the experiment kitchen of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture; 

Tomato DoasL 

Rub one quart of stewed tomatoes 
through a strainer. Return to stewpan 
and, If not already seasoned, add two 
level teaspoonfuls of salt, half a tea- 
spoonful of pepper and two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter. Place on the fire and 
cook five minutes. Have the bottom 
of a hot platter covered with well- 
toasted slices of bread and pour the 
hot tomato over It Place a dropped 
or poached egg on each slice of toast 
and serve at once. 

Puree of Cabbage and Potatoes.

Teachers and parents are commencing to realise the importance of hot 
school lunches, and the home-demonstration agents sent out by the United 
States Department of Agriculture and the state colleges are helping to estab- 
lish hot lunches In communities which are awake to their value. Last year 
these extension workers, who are trained In home economics, helped estab- 
lish hot lunches In 2,929 schools. The work will be continued this year on 
an even larger scale. In some counties a wall of prejudice against the Inno- 
vation has to be broken down before It can be started. Where this Is true, 
the success of the hot lunch In one school, where It has been established, la 
usually followed by a demand for something similar In all the adjacent schools.

In lunchrooms, bakeries, milk-bottle 
exchanges, etc., have shown that with 
the use of this substance roaches can 
be completely exterminated with very 
little trouble and cost and with none 
of the possible dangers attending the 
use of hydrocyanlc-add gas, another 
efficient means of control. With the 
use of some dust gun or blower the 
•odium fluorid can be thoroughly dust- 
ed over the shelves, tables, floors and 
the runways and hiding places of the 
roaches. 

The Immediate effect of the powder 
Is to cause these Insects to come out 
of their retreats and rush about mors 
or less blindly, showing evidence of 
discomfort, to be followed In the coarse 
of a few hoars by their death. The 
dead or paralysed roaches can be 
■wept np and turned, and complete ex- 
termination la effected within 24 
hours. It Is not definitely known 
whether the sodium acts through the 
breathing pores or as a stomach poi- 
son. Probably, however, It acts In both 
ways. Inasmuch as It has been found 
to kill caterpillars fed on foliage dust- 
ed with It

FIGHTING RATS WITH VARNISH 

New Warm ef Trap Used en London 
Docks Saia to Have Had Oral* 

Ifying Success. 

ft Is computed that the London, 
docks contain about 1.000.000 rota, 
which attack grain, food, and other 
enrgoek, cnu||ng about $2,000,000 loss 
per annum. A society was eatnbll^od 
to exterminate this destructive enemy, 
hut the congested stnte of the wharves 
mnde their schemes ^Inoperative. Now 
n new benefactor has come forwnrd 
with n "trnp’’ liiat opens up n possi- 
bility of putting armies of rodents out 
of business. The process employed Is 
simple. Traps are placet! along or 
near rat holes. The trnp ts mnde of 
cardboard covered .with lithographic 
vnrnlsh. The vnrnlsh Is warmed by 
heating Its container In boiling water 
till the varnish becomes sufficiently 
liquid, when It Is spread 1-16 to 1-8 
of an Inch thick on pieces of straw- 
hoard or thicklsh cardboard, measur- 
ing about 15 In. by 12 In. A margin 
of about 1 In. Is left clear of varnish, 
and halt placed In the center of the 
hoard, where It adheres to the varnish. 
Bags of .60 at a time have been se- 
cured. The medical officer of health 
for the port of London reports favor- 
ably of the antidote to the rat thief, 
and gives It ns his opinion that once 
their tails stick on the board they 
are doomed, nnd that the majority die 
of fright. Another feature ts that If 
two rats get on to the varnish to- 
gether on^ of them kills the other, 
evidently thinking the other Is holding 
him. 

HELD BACK TIME’S PROGRESS 

Announcing Hour of Noon Secondary 

in Importance to Mexican 8orv- 
ant’a Other Duties. 

A certain village In northern Mexico 
did not boast of a town clock. When 
twelve o’clock arrived the parish 
priest used to tell his servant to 
mount the berfry and strike the church 
bell twelve times, so that the villagers 
would know that It was high noon. 

‘One of the neighbors, who had a 
watch, noticed that for some days 
twelve o’clock hod struck a few min- 
utes late.

“Field Marshal French was on the 
point of moving back his heavy artil- 
lery and beating a retreat. Yon 
rushed to Vlamertinghe and summoned 
him to you. ‘If we make known your 
weakness,* you declared, ‘we shall be 
carried away like a wisp of straw.

Old Times Recalled 

About Jackson Square 


From 1880 to 1860 

Entering Jackson Square from the 
south the first' building on the left 
was that now occupied by McCarthy's 
restaurant; hardly changed since 
those days. 

It was at that time occupied by 
Melvin French, “Trumon” French we 
called him, who sold stoves and tin- 
ware, the latter he made in the room 
In the rear, aa at that time about all 
the tinware need was made in. local 
■hope, and then sold, or peddled from 
the high (bright red usually) tlnourts 
rarely seen now. 

Did anyone ever see a tin peddlar’s 
cart out in rainy weather? Kitchen 
ware at that time was either tinned 
or cast iron, rarely of copper. That 
were would wear years, to the modern 
substitutes’ months, perhaps longer 
than our agate ware. 

Collecting old Junk was a branch of 
the trade, but it did not include news- 
Newspapers were all single sheets, 
papers, the principal thing now. 
folded to make four pages. Sunday 
newspapers were unknown in Doth 
city and country, as were eloctric 
lights, oil-stoves, ptjpnographs, tele- 
phones, trolleys, bicycles, autos, mov- 
ies, and a hundred and one thlngu we 1 
think we dannot do without now. Yet 
some there are. who believe that peo- 
pie were as happy, or happier, than 
today. 

Old fogies! Fossils! Back num- 
bers! Well, perhaps! 

But to get back to Mr. French, who 
seemed to us very old, though prob- 
ably about 45 to 50. A tall, quiet, 
yet genial man, who welcomed the 
visits of children who came in to see 
him at work, and to gather the round 
pieces of tin scattered about the floor. 
A few years later he closed out the 
business, and for years worked in 
Boston. One of our first commuters, 
of which John P. Lovell may have 
been the pioneer. 

Later, aa before, this building was 


a grocery store. Still later, a market 
foi many years. * 

Next in line was the dwelling of 
its owner, Lovell Bicknell, a man of 
means and Influence, somewhat im- 
perious and choloric, but beneath it 
wits a kind and generous heart. 

Mr. Bicknell (Unde Lovell, he was 
sometimes called) a man of 65, held 
several town offices and for years had 
charge of the herring fisheries, at 
that time owned by the Weymouth 
Iron- Co. People came many ml|es to 
get the herring, of which several hun- 
dred thousand were taken each year. 

At that time teams could drive up 
to Mr. Blcknell's front door and down 
toe other side. Below the pump 
still there and abutting on the street 
line) was a long shed, usually full of 
two-feet lengths of bard wood. Mr. 
Bickmell had two open fireplaces. 

Adjoining the shed was a pigsty. 
(We had no Board of Health ) Back 
of the . house, parallet with Broad 
st-eet with no buildings on the left 
side. Btretched his fine meadew, back 
to the estates of John Pratt, whose 
dwelling is now owned by Mrs. Marion 
Fiench. and that of Cyrus Washburn, 
East Weymouth’s first real estate pro- 
moter. 

< Land syndicates and promoters of 
11*20. have nothing on “Cy" Washburn. 
Ho bought many acres of land here 
rod built scores of houses. Most of 
the later ones with lumber from 
“wrecked” buildings In Boston. Sonn 
of the houses had hardly two doors or 
windows alike, and one for years was 
pointed out as being sheathed wholly 
with fence pickets from “down East.” 

Mr. Washburn, coming here with 
nothing but his trade and business 
ability, became the heaviest tax-payers 
;in the town. Just imagine what be 
would have thought, and said, too, of 
the 230 rate of 1920. For many years 
he lived on the corner of Broad and 
Shawmut streets. Later in life remov- 
ing to Wellesley, where he died in 
1899, aged 87. O. L. DUNN

Congressional Medal to 


Second-Lient. Ralph Talbot 


Mrs. Mary Talbot of South Wey- 
mouth has recently received from the 
S<*Tetary of Navy Daniels n gold 
“Navy Medal of Honor", together with 
citation, which decoration has bee,, 
.posthumously awarded to her son, the 
late Second Lieutenant Itwlph Talbot, 

U. S. M. C. 

The medal is for valor in the United 
States Marine Corps at Pitthuin, Bel 
gium, Oct. 14. 1918, and the medal la 
suitably inscribed. The citation reads: 

Mrs. R. J. Talbot: 

The Secretary of the Navy, 
Washington. Nov. 11, 1920. 

In the name of Congress, the Pres- 
ident of the Unitul States takes pleas- 
ure in presenting the Medal of Honor 
to RhJph Talbot, (Deceased) 2nd Lt. 

V. S. M. C„ for sendee above and 
beyond the call of duty during the 
World War, as set forth in the follow 
ing citation: 

“For exceptionally meritorious ser- 
! vice and extraordinary her o^m while 
attached to Squadron C, First Marine 
Aviation Force in France. He parti- 
cipate4 in numerous air raids into 
enemy territory, and on October 8. 
1918, while on such a raid, he wu* 
attacked by nine enemy scouts, and 
in the fight that followed shot down 
an enemy plane. Also on Oct. 14, 1918 
-while on an air raid over Pitthtun, 


Belgium, Lt. Talbot and one other 
piano became detached from the 
formation due to loss of power by 
motor, and were attacked by twelv« 
e>ii-my scouts. During the severe 
fight that followed his plane shot 
do wn ono of the enemy scouts. His 
observer was shot through the elbow 
mid bis gun lammed. He cleared the 
Jnm with one hand while Lt. Talbot 
' maneuvered to gain time, and thou 
[iTf-tumed to fight. The observer 
fought on until shot twice in the 
stomach and once in the hip. When 
ho collapsed Lt. Talbot attacked the 
nearest enemy scout with his front 
gons and shot him down. With his 
observer unconscious and his motor 
failing he dived to escape the balance 
of the enemy and crossed the German 
trenches at an altitude of fifty feet, 
binding at the nearest hospital and 
left his observer and returned alone 
to his asnodixmw.

A TOY 8H0CKINQ MACHINE. 

Any amount of fun can be had with 
the electrical toy shown In Fig. 1. 

The, toy consists of an Induction-coil, 
•a Interrupter, a pair of grips, and a 
dry battery. For the Induction-coil 
(Fig. 2), get a 5-16-Inch carriage-bolt 
about 24 Inches In length (Fig. A), 
some No. 20 or 24-gnuge electfle-bcll 
Insulated copper wire, and some No. 
80- gouge Insulated magnet wire. Cut 
a pair of cardboard disks 14 Inches 
In diameter (Fig. 4), nnd slip these 
over the bolt, one next to the bolt- 
head, the other next to the nut (Fig. 
6) ; then pierce a hole through one 
cardboard end, stick 5 Inches of one 
end of the conrser wire through It, 
and wind the wire upon the holt, plac- 
ing each turn close to the preceding 
turn. Three layers of this wire must 
be wound on from end to end of the 
bolt, then the wire must be pulled 
through the cardboard end, nnd out off 
(Fig. 6). This forms the primary-coil. 
Wrap the wire with a layer of bicycle- 
tape or several layers of paper, then

connected to the fourth binding-post 
plate. 

Tho Interrupter mnkes nnd breaks 
the eleotrlcnl .contact ; this produces 
the Jerking, prickling sensntlon, or 
shock. Figure 1 shows n simple Inter- 
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rupter. Cut a wooden disk like A 
(Fig. 8), drive eight mills Into Its edge 
at equal distances apart, drive a ninth 
nail Into the top surface for a handle, 
and bore a hole through the center 
for the screw pivot. Before mount- 
ing disk A, prepare the small block B 
(Figs. 0 and 10), cut strip C out of a 
piece of springy tin, bend one end 
over, punch a hole through it, and 
fasten it to one end of Block B wltti 
screw D. Screw screwcye E into the 


wind on eleven layers of the small 
wire as you did the coarse wire, using 
care to get it on evenly and smoothly, 
nnd run both ends through the card- 
board ends (Fig. 2). This forms the 
secondary-coil. Blount the Induction- 
coil upon a wooden base by means of a 
pair of tin straps (Fig. 7). 

The two ends of the prtmnry-coll 
should lead to the dry-bnttery, the 
two ends of the secondary-coil should 
lead to the grips (Fig. 1). Prepare 
four binding-post plates like that 
Bhown In Fig.- 11. First fold a tin strip 
In half (Figs. 12 and 13) ; near each 
end punch a hole for a screw, and near 
the center punch a hole for a brad; 
then bend the strip In half lengthwise 
(Fig. 11). Mount each plate by driv- 
ing a brad through the small hole und 
a screw through the larger holes. 
Fasten the ends of the secondar.v-coll 
and one end of the primary-coil to 
three of the plateB. The other end of 
the prlmary-coll must be connected to

30 Town Meeting Members 


Tfiie itno posed town meeting Act 
for Weymouth is published in full by 
the Gazette this week, and a public 
hearing is advertised for Tuesday, 
Feb. 1, at the State House. It pro 
vtdes for 30 town meeting members 
from each precinct, also members at 
large. Section 3 tells how the mem- 
bers are elected. Other articles pro- 
vide for transaction of business, elec- 
tion of annual moderator, tilling ot 
vacancies etc. 

One of the most important sections 
is Section 7 which provides for a 
referendum on all votes upon peti- 
tion. The last section provides for 
the acceptance of the Act. 

TOWN MEETING MEMBERS 

Section 1 Upon tre acceptance ol 
this act by the town of Weymouth, 
the voters in every precinct shall, at 
the first annual election thereafter, 
elect by ballot thirty voters in each 
precinct, other > than the officers dp3- 
ignated in section two of tills: act as 
town meeting members at large, such 
elected voters to be town meeting 
members of the town, one third oi 
whom shall be elected for the term 
of ons year, one third for the term 
of two years and one third for the 
term of three years from the day of 
the annual town meeting; and there- 
after, except aa otherwise provided 
herein, at each annual town election 
the votera of each precinct in the 
town shhll, in like manner, elect ten 
of their number to be town meeting 
members of the town for the term 
of three years, and shall at anah 
election fill for the unexplred term or 
terns any vacancies then existing in 
the number of town meeting members 


in their respective precincts. Upon 
every revision of the precincts, or 
any of them, the terms of office of 
all town meeting members from every 
such revised precinct shall cease upon 
the election of their successors, and 
at the first ensuing annual town 
election there shall be an entirely new 
election of town meeting members in 
every precinct so revised, as well as 
in any new precinct or precincts 
established. The town clerk shall, 
ofter every election of the town meet- 
ing members, forthwith notify each 
member by mall of his election. 
TOWN OFFICERS AS MEMBERS 

Section 2. Any town meeting held 
under the provisions of this act, ex- 
cept as otherwise provided herein, 
shall, at and after the first annual 
election held under this act, be limited 
to the voters elected under section one 
together with the following, deslg 
rated at town meeting members at 
large; namely, any member of the 
general court of the commonwealth 
from tlje town, the moderator, the 
town clerk, the selectmen, the towu

Congress took action on two import- 
ant aud Interesting matters last week. 
One of these related to the national 
defense. The senate, which had voted 
for reduction of the strength of the 
army to 150,000 men, reconsidered Us 
vote and repassed the New resolution 
directing the secretary of war to sus- 
pend enlistments until a reduction to 
175,000 men wus accomplished. The 
bouse promptly passed a similar reso- 
lution almost unanimously, and the 
measure went to the President. It 
was expected, In view , of the opposition 
of the war department, that Mr. WU- 
>n would veto It, and that congress 
ould pass It over the veto. 

This Is supposed to be a measure of 
onomy which will save about forty 
million dollars a year to the govern- 
ment. The senate was restrained from 
being even more economical only by 
representations from Secretary of War 
Baker that the 150,000 limit would 
upset the department’s plans for army 
organization, and from General Persh- 
ing that 200,000 men was the bottom 
limit of safety. Of course the sena- 
tors in this connection debated the 
“yellow peril." Phelan of California 
asserted the necessity for large garri- 
sons In Pacific possessions was greater 
oow than during the war, while lteed 
and Williams ridiculed the danger 
pud said Japan never would dure to 
attack the United States without the 
assistance of Great Britain. 

It is likely that the latter view Is 
that generally held in America, except 
by the people of the Pacific coast, to 
whom the Japanese peril looms large. 
It accords, also, with the expert opin- 
ion of the German ' Admiral Scbeer, 
who says It would be utmost impossi- 
ble for Japan to land an army on 
American soil. Some people have 
grown excited over the murder of an 
American navy lieutenant by a Japa- 
nese seutry In Vladivostok. There Is 
no doubt that this affair will be set- 
tled diplomatically, though the sharp 
note from Washington, virtually ques- 
tioning Japan's right In the Siberian 
city, may result in an acrid exchange. 
The urhltrury actions of the Japanese 
authorities In Vladivostok, which they 
hold finder military rule, have caused 
p good deal of Irritation — hut the gov- 
ernment In Tokyo Is too smooth to 
permit them to lead to hostilities with 
She United States. 

The other Interesting congressional 
action was taken by the bouse on 
J^Vednesday, when It decided by a 
(rote of 207 to TO, that during the next 
ten years It shall be composed of the 
same number of representatives as 
row — 435. The plan of apportionment 
Adopted provides that eight states 
shall gain In representation and elev- 

C i lose. California gets three more 
embers, Ohio and Michigan two more 
gach. and New Jersey, Connecticut, 
Js’orth Carolina, Texae and Washing- 
ton one each. The losers are Missouri, 
two; and Iowa. Indians, Kentucky, 
Kansas, Maine, Mississippi, Nebraska, 
Rhode Island and Vermont, one each. 

Because the population has been 
drifting from the farm to the city, the 
agricultural constituencies of the West 
and South are the ones that suffer 
must In loss of representation. The 
congressmen from those regions were 
the chief opponents of the measure, 
and their main argument was that the 
census, being taken during the war 
period when the young men of the 
country had been drafted or attracted 
to the cities by high wages, was unfair. 


They contended thnt a new censuB, 
taken after readjustment was com- 
plete, would show that the farming 
states hnd recovered their lost popula- 
tion. 

Always, when reapportionment Is In 
order, the South fears that It will suf- 
( fer through application of the constitu- 
tional provision which authorizes the 
house to reduce representation from 
any state that denies or abridges the 
right to citizens of the United Stntes 
to vote. This time Tlnkham of Mas- 
sachusetts sought to have the provi- 
sion written into the bill, asserting 
that several southern states denied 
their negro citizens the right of suf- 
frage. But nothing came of It and the 
South breathed easier. 

Mr. Harding has departed for Flor- 
ida without making public his cabinet 
selections, but before leaving Marlon 
he said he might be able to announce 
the personnel of his official family af- 
ter settling down In St Augustine next 
month. He declined to discuss the 
attempt of certain senators and others 
to Induce him to substitute Ellhu Root 
for Charles B. Hughes as secretary of 
state, and Indeed he never has said 
that he had chosen Mr. Hughes for 
that place, though It Is taken for 
granted by some of the correspond- 
ents. One rumor Mr. Harding did dis- 
pose of — that there would be a Demo- 
crat In his cabinet. He said the mem- 
bers would all be Republicans, but 
would not be selected solely because 
of party obligations. Fred Upham, 
treasurer of the Republican national 
cqmmlttee, Is responsible for the state- 
ment that one and possibly two mem- 
bers of the cabinet will be from the 
South. 

The Republican majority In the sen- 
ate has decided that no more of Presi- 
dent Wilson's army and navy appoint- 
ments shall be confirmed, with the 
exception of some 5,000 minor officers 
commissioned under the army reor- 
ganization act. The appointments of 
eleven major generals and of hun- 
dreds of high army and navy officials 
In bureaus and departments will not 
be acted on. They will be left for the 
Harding administration to handle. 

Congressional committees are af- 
ter A. Mitchell Palmer, with the pur- 
pose of at least giving him an un- 
pleasant quarter of an hour. Last 
week the attorney general was called 
before the senate Judiciary subcommit- 
tee to reply to charges of Illegal and 
unauthorized practices by the Depart- 
ment of Justice In Its Activities against 
the Reds. Ostensibly, Mr. Palmer was 
summoned merely to express his opin- 
ion of Senator France's resolution for 
a general amnesty for political pris- 
oners. He opposed the resolution be- 
cause, he said, the government was 
already doing all It could in this line; 
he favored the repeal of the espionage 
act, but said there should be perma r 
nent legislation to protect the govern- 
ment from violent radicals. The France 
resolution strongly condemns the prac- 
tices of the department of Justice, and 
in reply Mr. Palmer made sweeping 
denials of the charges and produced 
reports of his agents to prove them on- 
founded. 

Samuel Untermyer recently accused 
the attorney general of malfeasance. 
In an Interview Mr. Palmer said be 
did not know “bow far Mr. Untermyer 
Is actuated in his present attack by 
the recent conviction of bis friend 
and former aaaoclate, a member of the 
New York bar, for conspiracy to vio- 
late the trading with the enemy act, 
In a case In which Mr. Untermyer 
very earnestly pressed me to with- 
hold action at the beginning." 

Mr. Palmer says that Untermyer 
was opposed to taking over enemy 
property and once threatened him 
when, as alien property custodian, he 
declined to yield to the lawyer's re- 
quests. 

Aristide Brland has been made pre- 
mier of France, has named a strong 
cabinet and has been assured of the 
support of all parties except the Radi- 
cals. giving him a majority of about 
400 In the chamber. He Las himself 
taken the portfolio of foreign affaire, 
and on Thursday be read to parliament 
the cabinet's declaration of policy. 

This paved the way for the confer- 
ence of the allied premiers. In session 
this week In Paris. The subjects un- 
der discussion are reparations and dis- 
armament of Germany, Austria and 
Turkey, and the affairs of Greece. The 


matter of reparations is the most se- 
rious, nnd It wns expected Lloyd 
George nnd Brland would find diffi- 
culty In reaching an accord on It. A 
story from Berlin that the British and 
French hnd arrived at a new basis for 
negotiating the reparations question, 
was denied by British officials, who 
said the “lump sum” policy remained 
in force, though a plan for five-year 
annun) payments is being discussed. 
There Is no likelihood that any of the 
pleas of Germany will be granted. 

The official German report on the 
carrying out of the terms of the Ver- 
sailles treaty has been completed, and 
asserts that the total value of the 
property so far turned over to the 
entente is $5,000,000,000. By far the 
largest single item Is the merchant 
fleet of more than 4,500,000 tons, val- 
ued at $2,000,000,000. 

Though the story has not yet been 
confirmed from any source, mention 
must be made of the report from Ber- 
lin by way of Parto that the Dutch 
government has asked the members 
of the former kaiser’s family to leave 
Holland. The government Is said to 
have come into possession of docu- 
ments proving that the Hohenzollerns 
were preparing for a coup d’etat for 
their restoration. The former crows 
prince. It was discovered, was to pass 
Into Germany and enter Berlin at ths 
head of troops that have remained 
faithful to the Hohenzollern dynasty. 
The Berlin correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times says a Prussian royalist 
party has been formed and plans t« 
bring the “Orgesdh" Into lias with 
similar movements' In other Una iji an 
states. These stories are In 'accord 
with others that have appeared re- 
cently giving In great detail the plant 
for the restoration of the 'empire un- j 
der Wilhelm or one of his sons. Lu- 
dendorff Is said to be tbe actual bead 
of the general movement 

There Is no rift In the black clouds 
that overhnng Austria. The Austrian 
Bectlon of the reparations committee, 
which expects to report to tlie allied 
premiers this week, are said to argue 
that the situation must be remedied 
by stringent measures to bring about 
the free interchange of products be- 
tween Czecho-Slovakla, Roumnnla, 
Austria and Hungary, or Austria la 
doomed to starve, unless the world Is 
willing to continue to feed It through 
charity. 

The workers of Austria, who de- 
mand the stopping of profiteering, also 
demand a plebiscite on the question 
of fusion with Germany — which the 
peace treaty forbids. Finance Min- 
ister Grim In a speech last week de- 
clared that union with Germany would 
be brought about of necessity, perhaps 
by means of a revolution, unless for- 
eign credits to Austria were soon forth- 
coming. 

BlRhop Coha lan of Cork takes s 
pessimistic view of the Irish situation, 
saying he sees no prospect of peace. 
Nor is there any so long as tbe Irish 
'persist in their demand for Independ- 
ence and bo long as the present Brit- 
ish government Uvea. The British 
authorities are making this plain In 
every way possible. Not a day passes 
without raids In Ireland in which mili- 
tant republicans are captured and 
arras seized, and on Thursday a num- 
ber of Sinn Fein centers In London 
were raided. Ambushing and slaying 
of officers by the Irish also continues, 
and now the government Is making offi- 
cial tbe reprisals hitherto only con- 
doned. In Cork two houses where 
members of the constabulary were at- 
tacked were destroyed by the mili- 
tary forces. The British military au- 
thorities in Dublin have issued a proc- 
lamation declaring that If bomb and 
firearm attacka on crown forces in mo- 
torcars do not cease, "known rebels 
will be carried aa hostages for tbe 
safe conduct of the occupants of all 
motor vehicles which are the property 
of the armed forces of the crown." 

Lord Mayor O'Callaghan of Cork, 
who came to America as a stowaway, 
and whose deportation was decided on 
by tbe State department, despite the 
opposition of the Labor departm *nf. In- 
tends to carry the case to tbe Supreme 
court if possible. Meanwhile he baa 
told bis story to the unofficial commit- 
tee on Irish affairs. Another witness 
beard last week calls himself the "con- 
sul general of the Irish republic," and 
the self-constituted committee of med- 
dlers carefully ao addressed him by 
that title.

Oaara Alwaya Working. 

The vital steering ayatem of the 
automobile la about aa popular *wlth 
the motorist aa the traffic cop. A aya- 
tem ao Important aa the steering 
abould be well understood and well 
eared for. The fundamentals are 
easy to understand. In practically all 
ears there Is the same fundamental 
design, constating of a steering wheel, 
which operates r post at the bottom 
of which are reduction gears. One 
of the gears Is turned directly by the 
awheel, the other, being in mesh with 
the post gear, also turns. This second 
gear operates a so-called steering arm 
to which the drag link Is fastened. 

The drag link connects with one 
front wheel through a knuckle arm 
and to the other front wheel through 
the tie rod and another steering arm. 

It Is clear to see that In this system 
there are numerous Joints and other 
rubbing or moving surfaces, and every 
one of them must be constantly lubri- 
cated. 

Qears Alwaya In Action. 

To the driver the steering system 
appears to be at rest except when the 
car Is turned around, but actually the 
Joints and gears are always doing some 
work, always rubbing, even though It 
be a little. The gears must always 
to covered with grease or graphite. 

Usually there is a case which 
houses these gears, but sometimes 
they are exposed. Once every three 
months these gears should be Inspect- 
ed and the housing replaced. 

The same applies to the ball Joints 
at the drag link ends and to the tie 
rod Joints. 

If this Is not done parts will get 
dry and rust and steering begins to 
be difficult. Tou must turn the front 
wheels by first overcoming the friction 
of the rusty parts. 

In time those rusty parts break. 
One of the commonest causes of hard 
steering Is due to a stiff steering 
knuckle. The steering knuckle Is part 
of the front axle that moves and per- 
mits the wheels to be turned. 

There are two knuckles and they 
must move very freely. 

It la necessary to lubricate the 
knuckle or so-called kingpins every 
day. Grease Is effective If sufficient 
pressure Is used to force It to the 
rubbing surface, otherwise oil should 
be employed. If you have ordinary 
grease cups and wish to make sure the 
pins will get lubrication, substitute 
large oil cups. 

All 8how Play In System. 

Every car shows a certain amount 
of play In the steering system, that Is 
the steering wheel can be turned a 
little before the front wheels move. 
There should be some play but not as 
much as the average car has. 

Play develops naturally, due to 
wear of all parts, but It also develops 
more rapidly because owners have a 
habit of turning the wheel when the 
car Is standing. This puts an added 
strain on the rubbing parts of the 
steering system, and wear Is more 
rapid. 

When wear does occur it should be 
compensated for by adjustment at the 
right place. Sometimes the ball Joints 
are badly worn, again it may be the 
knuckle pins or the tie-rod connec- 
tions. or the gears In the post Do not 
adjust the gears in the post when the 
ball Joints or other parts are at fault 

Find out where the play exists by 
feeling the various parts separately 
and pulling and pushing them. A lit- 
tle play In all la likely to develop 
quite a bit of play at the wheel be- 
cause of the gearing.

KEEP WINDSHIELD CLEAN

When dry rub with a clean cloth and 
the verdigris will come off too, leaving 
a clean smooth surface. After this 
the brass may be polished In the usual 
way. 

BE CAREFUL OF SPEEDOMETER 

Spinning or Sliding of Rear Wheels la 
Liable to Spring or Otherwise 
Injure Shaft. 

When the caiy has a transmission 
driven speedometer the rear wheels 
should never be spun or permitted to 
slide. This habit is likely to spring

Com end Wheat Art Beat and About 

Equal In Feeding Voluo— Scratch 
Mixture la Qood. 

Com, wheat, oats, and barley are 
the principal grains fed to poultry; 
knflr com and buckwheat are used al- 
so, but are not so generally available 
and usually cost more. Corn and 
wheat are the two best grains and are 
about equal In value ns poultry feeds, 
although whent enn be fed alone bet- 
ter than com, which Is Inclined to be 
fattening. Oats and barley, on account 
of their hulls and higher fiber content, 
are not so good as com or whent. Rye 
Is not well relished by fowls and la 
seldom fed. Whent screenings or 
slightly damaged grains sometimes

, A SPECTACLE believed to be al- 
i\ most unique In American history 
and one that has given tremendous 
Impetus to the nation-wide fight of 
the American Legion to obtain at 
least simple Justice for sick and dis- 
abled heroes of the World war, was 
staged in the thriving little desert 
city of Tucson, Aria., recently. 

Led by Gov. Thomas E. Campbell 
and national, state and local repre- 
sentatives of the Legion, the entire 
citizenry of the community brought 
every business activity to a standstill 
for a day while more than 5,000 men 
and women in overalls or other appro- 
priate working garb, drove their auto- 
mobiles to Pastime park, three miles 
north of the town, and labored with 
their hands to expedite construction 
of an emergency public health serv- 
ice hospital for tubercular ex-service 
men. 

Governor Campbell, E. J. Winslett, 
national vice commander of the Le- 
gion ; State Commander Bert H. Clin- 
gan, Mayor O. C. Parker and hundreds 
of other prominent business and pro- 
fessional men of the city and state 
appeared in real working clothes and 
manipulated shovels, picks, hammers, 
saws and wheelbarrows In the great- 
est frenzy of activity the community 
had ever known. The Immediate re- 
sult was that tbe emergency Institu- 
tion' which government engineers 
originally had estimated (t would take 
three months to build, was brought to 
virtual completion within one week, 
and more than 500 tubercular dere- 
licts of the war who bad been unhos- 
pltallzed and partly shelterless, sud- 
denly found themselves with a roof 
over their heads 

The whole demonstration was 
planned and carried out within a lit- 
tle more than 48 hours, while Governor 
Campbell and State Legion Comman- 
der Cllngun made flying tripsgfrora 
Phoenix to address a mass meeting 
under legion auspices at the armory 
on the evening preceding the park 
event, and to participate in the "heavy 
work" there next day. The chief 
executive of the commonwealth 
pushed a wheelbarrow full of rocks, 
drove au ex-army truck and wound 
up his strenuous afteruocu with an 
Impassioned plea to Tucsonians and all 
good Americans to get together and 
stand squarely behind the legion In 
"the most Important movement now 
starting here for the benefit of dis- 
abled ex-service men that has yet be- 
gun In the United States." 

At the conclusion of bis address, 
the overalls the governor had worn 
during the ufternoon, and which fig- 
ured conspicuously In several hundred 
feet of “movie" film unwound by a 
i'athe News camera tnan, were auc- 
tioned off to tbe highest bidder, the 
Morgun McDermott post of the legion 
at Tucson. Approximately $200 for 
the benefit of a welfare fund for pa- 
tients at the hospital was realized 
from the auction, each bidder being 
obliged to baud over the sum offered, 
Irresjtectlve of whether it was high 
enough to get tbe clothes. Tbe bid 
of the legion Post was $70. 

Tbe attention of F. W. Galbraith, 
Jr« the legiou’s national commander, 
was first attracted to the Tucson situ- 
ation after H. D. lfacArtan. the public 
health service physician in charge of 
the hospital, had gone to Washington 
and reported that more than half of 
tha 128 patients then In the institu- 
tion were sleeping In condemned 
army tents, and that there were ap- 
proximately 450 other tubercular ex- 
service men entirely Unhoeplts"*-ed 
In the community a a a result of tbe 
congestion which followed the usual 


influx of “white plague" victims at 
this Beason of the year. These 450 
men in dire need of the care and treat- 
ment they were not receiving, were 
distributed through the community 
with such limited housing facilities 
and shelter from the extreme cold of 
the desert nights ns their weary wan- 
derings happened to bring them. 

Commander Galbraith sent E. J. 
Winslett, national vice commander of 
the legion, and a representative of the 
American Legion News Service to Tuc- 
son to see what could be done to 
remedy the situation. Their Instruc- 
tions were to do all possible to speed 
up construction work, co-ordinate the 
efforts of all community interests and 
visualize the local situation as an ob- 
ject lesson to thrust "under the nose 
of congress" In the legion’s national 
fight for Justice for tbe nation’s he- 
roes of two years ago and the legion's 
comrades then, now and always. 

Governor Campbell was In the East 
at the time and assisted Dr. MacAr- 
tan In inducing Director Chomely 
Jones of the bureau of war risk In- 
surance and other government officials 
to bring about the cutting of a vast 
amount of red tape. Dr. MacArtan 
finally returned to Tucson with author- 
ization to spend approximately $300,- 
000 for the erection of an emergency 
hospital, and he brought with him 
George E. Kirk, a federal engineer to 
whom with his assistants much of the 
credit for the record-breaking com- 
pletion of the project Is due. Gover- 
nor Campbell placed state workmen, 
materials, trucks and tools at the dis- 
posal of the government and there 
was from the beginning a hearty and 
enthusiastic co-operation on the part 
of the business and professional pien 
of Tucson, as well as the citizens gen- 
erally. 

Arriving at Tucson, Mr. Winslett 
surveyed the situation and then called 
a conference of legiouualres and state 
and municipal public officials and 
business men. 

At the conference he told of the 
legion’s nation-wide fight, Just begin- 
ning, to obtain Justice for the derelicts 
coming back from the war and ap- 
pealed to all organizations und agen- 
cies to make a united stand for a 
square deal for those who offered 
their all to their country in time of 
need aud have become victims of neg- 
lect, Inefficiency, red tape und dere- 
liction of duty as their reward. 

The following evening u muss meet- 
ing was held in the Tucson armory, 
with Governor Campbell, Rational 
Vice Commander Winslett, State Com- 
mander Cllngun und James R. Dun- 
seath, a prominent Tucson lawyer and 
business man. as the principal speak- 
ers. An Informal dance uuder the 
auspices of the legion post followed 
the meeting and Governor utul Mrs. 
Campbell led the grand murch. 

The following day was proclaimed a 
holiday by Mayor Parker and every 
store, factory und business establish- 
ment of every description closed its 
doors. 

Women and girls of the community 
took an active part in the demonstra- 
tion, and members of various women’s 
clubs and civic organizations entered 
whole-heartedly into the spirit of tbe 
event and backed it one hundred per 
cent 

In every sense, it was a red letter 
day tn the history of Tucson, Arizona, 
and America, aud an exemplification 
of the unity and unselfish co-operation 
which animated the whole nation dur- 
ing the war and which rarely, if ever, 
lias been so conspicuously llsplsjed 
in this country since the mt 

the armistice.

Litter for Feed. 

may be bought to advantage, their 
valuo depending entirely upon their 
quality aud condition, but as a rule 
only sound grains in good condition 
should be fed tp poultry, and moldy 
grains should never be used. The 
locally grown grains, which poultry 
will efit freely, may generally be used 
to the best advantage, say poultry spe- 
cialists of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. A scratch mix- 
ture, consisting of whole or cracked 
grains, made of a combination of any 
two or more of those mentioned, can 
be fed to advantage. It is not advis- 
able to feed continuously any single 
grain, especially con* 

A mash made of ground grains, mill 
products, and meat scrap should be 
fed usually In addition to the scratch 
mixture. Cornraeal, wheat bran, wheat 
middlings and meat scrap form the 
basis of a good mash, while corn chop, 
corn-and-cob meal, ground oats, and 
low-grade flour may be added or sub- 
stituted to advantage. Just as good 
results can be obtained from a simple 
mash, containing three or four ground 
grains and meat scrap, as from a high- 
ly complicated mash, containing ten 
or twelve products. 

A large number of commercial mix- 
tures, both of scratch grains and of 
ground grains, are prepared for poul- 
try feeds, but the value of mixed com- 
mercial feed depends upon the com- 
position and the qunlity of the grains 
used In Its preparation. If a poultry 
raiser does not produce any grain and 
keeps a comparatively small number 
of fowls. It Is often better for him to 
boy commercial mixed feeds. The 
average farmer, however, should feed 
home-grown grains, supplemented with 
mill feeds and meat scrap, and the 
Urge poultryman usually can mix his 
own feeds to best advantage. Whtta 
two or three kinds of grain are raised, 
apd ground or mill feeds are not read- 
ily available, good results can be ob- 
tained by feeding only the grains, 
provided they are supplemented with 
neat scrap or milk.

good Mixture May Ba Mada by Using 

Corn, Wheat, Peas and Vetch— 
Peanuts Are Qood. 

Many varieties of grains are uaad 
,lu feeding pigeons. A good mixture 
may be made of equal parts by weight 
of small whole com, hard, dry wheat, 
peas and vetch, with a small quantity 
(about five per cent each) of hemp 
apd millet seeds added during tbe molt- 
ing period. 

Other grains which may he substi- 
tuted for or added to these are pea- 
nuts, dried garden peas, cowpeas, 
clipped oats or hulled oats, buckwheat, 
Egyptian com, and milo maize, while 
a small quantity of stale bread, rice, 
rape, millet, canary or sunflower seed 
may be fed for variety. 

Peas are expensive, but seem to be 
essential to the best results, espe- 
c ally during the breeding season, 
feanuts, cowpeas and dried garden 
(^as give quite good results and some- 
times are used In place of field peas 
when the latter are high in price. Boy 
beans do not seem to be se well liked 
b/ pigeons. 

Tender green feed, such as freshly 
cut clover, alfalfa and chard, lettuce, 
plantain leaves and chlckweed may 
he fed, but U not essential.

Many Things Good Citizens Will Put 

Above the Numerical Growth of 
Their Community. 

Greater New York Is peeved because 
It has been credited with some 400,- 
000 fewer people than It believes Uvea 
within Its boundaries, says the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. It has enough 
to .lend London* and thus be classed 
as the largest metropolis of the world, 
and If pride In nothing but tbe num- 
ber of people who manage to exist 
within the official limits of the city 
Is the ruling spirit. New York ought 
to be satisfied with credit for hav- 
ing the largest number. Rut It Is 
not satisfied and Is making a count of 
Its own. The census figures show an 
actual decline In the borough of Man- 
hattan, which fact ought to envoke 
expressions of satisfaction Instead of 
the reverse. If some of the crowded 
masses of lower Manhattan have been 
able to find homes outside that dis- 
trict, tliU8 reducing the congestion und 
making living more comfortable for 
those who are compelled to remain. 
It should be a matter of general con- 
gratulation. 

Why is a census tnken? Is It so 
that we inny know exactly how many 
people there are In tbe United States 
and that municipal rivalries based en- 
tirely upon the number of liumnn be- 
ings who live within the official boun- 
daries may be determined? That Is 
all ,a great many pecplc see In It. 
Newspaper comment on figures given 
out Is purely numerical. PeMiaps that 
Is because we hnve only numerical 
data as yet. Far more worth consid- 
eration will be the facts as to tbe 
conditions of life, the social and re- 
ligious status, the mutter of employ- 
ment, housing, etc., etc. Any city gen- 
uinely Interested In Its actual growth 
and conditions will pay more attention 
to such data than to the mere mat- 
ter of numbers. 

HOLD SECURITIES AT HOME 

Manifest Advantages Are to Be Ob- 
tained by Wlee Investment In 

Local Industries. 

One of the generating plants In Cal- 
ifornia decided to offer Its stock to Its 
customers. Instead of sending It to 
New York for needed funds. Its suc- 
cess was immediate, says the Society 
for Electrical Development. Employ- 
ees of the company were the first to 
buy. This expressed their confidence 
In the sat'ety of their company, bowed 
on intimate knowledge of its workings. 
The public eagerly followed. Toduy 
upward of $40,000,000 worth of cen- 
tral station securities are owned by 
86,000 Individuals, 1)0 per cent of whom 
heretofore never owned a utility stock. 
The growing popularity of customer 
partnership In public utilities in lieu 
of the much-discussed municipal own- 
ership and Its uncertainties may be the 
herald of a day when the American 
people, like their thrifty neighbors of 
France, will be partners in all their 
home utilities. Certainly there Is val- 
ue In having one's savings employed 
where they can be watched and there 
Is patriotism and hard business sense, 
too, In helping to Increase earnings on 
the Investment by one's personal In- 
terest In the Industrial progress of 
the home town. 

Town Planning. 

Tbe famlllur rush of the people from 
the land to the cities, so pronounced 
a feature of modern times, has encour- 
aged congestion in most communities. 
Recourse to tuwn planning lias beeu 
forced by tbe necessities of efficient 
transportation and sound land values, 
as well as good health. 

It Is | fashionable today to deplore 
the slums. Why provide new ones? 
Why add congestion to existing con- 
gestion, when, simply by looking 
ahead and taking thought, healthy 
growth may be assured? 

Town planning provides the city 
with eyes to see where It Is spreading 
and to conform to the demands of busi- 
ness and comfort. A city unplanned 
la a blind giant, sprawling over the 
ground. It wastes some of its great- 
est assets In a building debauch. 

Every city that keeps order on its 
streets must also keep order in its 
advance to greater size and Influence. 
It must put town planning traffic ex- 
perts at important corners on its 
way. — Montreal Star. 

Louleville Sat a Good Exampl*. 

Along the outskirts of Louisville, on 
the main highroads, “representatives" 
of the Louisville Automobile club are 
always on duty, day and night, extend- 
ing welcome to the Incoming traveler, 
and good wishes to those departing.

The kitchen Is the workshop 
In most farm homes. In It the 
housekeeper and her helpers 
prepare the food for the fam- 
ily, and from It as a cepter car- 
ry on most of the other house- 
work. 

More and better work can be 
done In s well-lighted shop ar- 
ranged for the comfort and con- 
venience of the workers and 
equipped with good tools than In 
a dark shop where much time 
mast be spent In unnecessary 
steps and energy wasted with 
scattered equipment. Business 
men have found this a sound 
principle, and it should be ap- 
plied to the farm kitchen so 
that the housekeeper can do her 
work more quickly and with the 
least fatigue. 


" Good home-made bread le about the 
most appetizing of foods when one Is 
hungry, bat there are many kinds of 
home-made bread. Some Is good, some 
Is bad, and some indifferent Which 
kind do you make? If you dou’t know, 
judge it by the following description 
of a good loaf given by the home eco- 
nomics kitchen of the United States 
Department of Agriculture: 

Good bread is porous and contains 
a large number of boles or cells, all 
ef which are of about the same alze 
and shape. It Is better for some rea- 
sons to think of It as a mass of tiny 
bubbles made of flour and water and 
hardened or fixed In shape by means 
of beat This calls attention not only 
to the size of holes or cells, but also 
to the character of walls of the cells, 
which In good bread are always very 
thin. 

A loaf of bread ehould be light In 
weight, considering Its size, and should 
have e symmetrical form and an un- 
broken, golden-brown ernst. The crust 
should be smooth on top and should 
have a certain luster, to which the 
term “bloom” has been given. 

The loaf ae a whole, the crust and 
the crumb, should be elastic. The 
loaf, If pressed out of shape, as it 
often Is when slices are cut from It, 
should regain Its form when the pres- 
sure L» removed. Bits of the crust. 
If bent a little between the Angers, 
should show the same power to re- 
bound, as should also the cat surface 
of the loaf If pressed. 

The crumb should be creamy white 
In color and should hsve a “sheen,” 
which may be compared with the 
bloom of the crust. This sheen can 
best be seen by looking across s slice

(Continued from .page 1) 
treasurer, the town counsel, the town 
collector of taxes, the town account- 
ant, the chairman of the school com- 
mittee, the chairman of the trustees 
of Tufts library, the chairman of the 
board of health, the chairman of the 
park commission, the chairman of the 
water commissioners, the tree warden, 
the chairman of the planning board, 
the chairman of the overseers of the 
poor, members of the appropriation 
committee and chairman of any hoard 
of town officers hereafter constituted 
by law or by the acts of the town. 

The town clerk s!|ill notify the 
town meeting members of the time 
end place at which town meeting! 
are to be held, the notices to be sent 
by mail at least seven days before 
the meeting. The town meeting mem 
bers, as aforesaid, shall be the Judges 
of the election and qualifications of 
thetr members. A majority of th« 
town meeting members shall consti- 
tute a quorum for doing business; but 
a less number may organize tempor- 
arily and may adjourn from time to 
time. Notice of every adjourned town 
meeting shall be posted by the town 
clerk In ten or more .publh places 
| in the town, and he shall notify by 
I mall the members of the town meet- 
! lng of the adjournment at least twenty- 
four hours before the tlmo of the 
adjourned town meeting. Tho notices 
shall state briefly the business to be 
acted upon at the meeting, and shall 
include notice of any proposed recon- 
sideration. 

All town meetings shall be public. 
The town meeting members as such 
shall receive no compensation. Sub- 
ject to such conditions as may be 
determined from time to time by tbe 
members of the limited town meet- 
ing, any voter of the town who Is not 
a town meeting member may apeak, 
but he shall not yote. A town meet- 
ing member may resign by filing n 
written resignation with the town 
clerk, and his resignation shall take 
effect on the date of such filing. A 
town meeting member who removes 
from tho town or from the precinct 
fi-om which he was elected shall cease 
to he a town meeting member. 

HOW NOMINATED 

Section 3. Nomination cf candi 
dates for town meeting members tr 
i lie elected under this act s hall he 
made by nomination papers, which 
shall bear no political designation, ana 
signed by not less tMin ten voters of 
ilie precinct In which the candidate 
I resides, and filed with the town clerk 
at least ten days before the election. 
, \ T o nomination papers shall he valid In 
i respect to any candidate whose writ- 
ten acceptance is not thereon or at- 
tached thereto. 

MEMBERS TO VOTE 

Section 4. The articles in the war- 
rant for every town meeting, so fni 
as they relate to the election of towd 
officers, and town meeting members, 
as hereinbefore provided, to grant 
licenses for the sale of Intoxicating 
liquors, referenda, and all matters to 
be acted upon and determined by 
ballot, shall be so acted upon and 
determined by the voter.-. of the 
tiwn In their respective precincts. 
All other articles in the war- 
rant for any town meeting shall 
be acted ui>on and determined exclu- 
sively by town meeting members at 
a meeting to be held at such time 
and place as shall be s<4 forth by 
the Kitectmen In the wanvut for the 
meeting, subject to the referendum 
provided for by section seven. 

ELECTION OF MODERATOR 

Section 5. A moderator shall be 
elected by ballot, by the tovn meeting 
members, at each annual town met- 
ing and shall serve as npderator of 
all town meetings, excep; es other 
( wise provided by law. uitll his suc- 
cessor is elected and quijifiid. If a 
modemtor Is absent, a numerator pro 
tempore may to elected ly tbe town 
meeting members. 

VACANCIES IN MEMBERS 

Section 6. Any vacarct in the full 
number of towa meetirg member* 
lrom any precinct may h) filled uujil 
the next annual election by tbe re- 
maining members of the yeejnet from 
among the voters thererf. Upon pe- 
tition therefor, signed by Jiot less than 


ten town meeting members from the 
precinct, notices of the vacancy shall 
be promptly given by the town clerk 
to the remaining members from the 
precinct in which the vacancy or 
vacancies exist, and he shall call * 
special meeting of such members for 
tho .purpose of filling any vacancy. 
He Blmll cause to be mailed to each 
of such members, not loss than four 
days before the time set for the meet- 
ing, a notice specifying the object and 
the • tlino and place of the meeting. 
At the said meeting a majority of 
the members shall constitute a quo- 
rum, and they shall elect from their 
own number a chairman and a clerk. 
The choice to fill any vacancy shall 
be by ballot, and a majority of the 
votes caet aha I be required for a 
choice. The chairman and clerk shall 
make a certificate of the choice and 
forthwith file the rtinie with the town 
clerk, together with a written accept- 
ance by the member or members sc 
chosen, who shall thereupon be 
deemed elected and qualified a towm 
meeting member or members, subject 
to the right of all the town meeting 
members to judge of the election 
and qualification of members as set 
forth in section two. 

REFERENDUM 

Section 7. Any vote, except a vote 
to adjourn, and except votes author 
lzing the borrowing of money for im- 
mediate town needs, which fact to 
be specified In the vote, passed at 
any limited town meeting, shall not 
become operative until after the ex 
piration of five daye. exclusive of Sun 
days and holidays, from the dissolu- 
Sjpn of the meeting. If, within said 
five days a petition, signed by not 
less than one hundred voters of the 
tow-n, containing theOr Christian 
names together with their street ad 
dresses, Is filed with the selectmen 
asljlng that tho question or questions 
involved in such vote be submitted 
to the voters of the town at large, 
then the selectmen, after the expira 
lion of five days, shall forthwith call 
a special meeting for the sole purpose 
of presenting to the voters at large the 
question or questions so Involved. 
The polls shall bo opened at two 
o’clock in the afternoon and shall 
bo closed not earlier than eight 
o'clock in the evening and all votes 
upon any questions submitted shall 
1 ha taken by ballot, and a check list 
I f ball ho used in the several precincts 
in the sumo manner as in the election 
of town officers. The questions sub- 
mitted at the said town meeting shall 
ho determined by vote of a majority 
of the voters at large voting thereon. 
The questions so submitted shall be 
stated upon the ballot in tho same 
language and form In which they 
were stated when presented to said 
limited town meeting by the modera- 
tor, and as they appear upon the 
tecords of said limited town meeting 
If such petition he not filed within 
tin* said period of five days, the vote 
in the limited town meeting shall j 
become operative and effective upon 
the expiration of said period. 

LIMITED TOWN MEETINGS 

Section 8. The town of Weymouth 
after the acceptance of this act, shal 
have the capacity to act through anc 
to he bound by its said town inerting 
members who shall, when convened 
from time to time as herein provided, 
constitute limited town meetings; and 
such limited town meetings shall exer- 
cise exclusively, so far as will conform 
to the provisions of this act, all ( 
powers vested in the municipal cor- 
poration. Action in conformity with 
all provisions of law now or hereafter 
applicable to the transaction of town 
affairs in town meetings shall, when 
taken by any limited town meeting in 
acordance with the provisions of this 
act, have the some force and effect j 
' as if such action had been taken li - 1 
a town meeting, open to all tbe voters' 
of the town as heretofore organized 
and conducted. 

Section 9. This act shall not 
abridge the right of the peop ( e of 

Weymouth to bold general meetings; 
nor shall this uct confer upon any 
limited town meeting in Weymouth 
ibe power finally to commit tbe town 
to any measure affecting its municipal

PRIDING THR HIDE IN WINTER. 

What about the birds In winter? 
Have you ever provided food for 
those that remain? Keep a sharp look- 
out, and you will discover birds now 
and then that you would naturally 
have supposed to be South st this time 
of the year, In a mild climate. 

Nature-club members not only pro- 
vide for the stragglers, hut go afield 
In organised parties at regular Inter- 
vals and place food at stations In pro- 
tected locations.

may perish as u result. Suet, nuts, 
birdseed nnd scraps of meat and bread 
are relished. 

In Fig. 1 I have shown a good form 
of suet holder to strap around tree 
trunks.

A PERPETUAL CALENDAR. 

You can mako the perpetual calen- 
dar shown in Fig. 1 for your desk. 

Fig. 1 shows U completed, and Fig. 
2, how It appears with front removed. 
The inside arrangement consists of 
three dials, one having the days of the 
week printed upon it, one the months, 
and one the. dates of the month. The 
dajr dial and the month dial can be 
of equal diameter, but the date dial 
must be about one-half again as large 
to accommodate the 31 figures. The 
three dials muvt be pivoted so the let- 
tering of the days, months and dates 
will show up behind the opening in the 
front when tho disks are turned, and 
lu order to make the front of the case 
symmetrical in appearance the open- 
ings should bo placed at equal dis- 
tances from the ends, two on the sume

Section 10. The question of the 
acceptance of this act by the town of 
Weymouth shall be submitted to thf 
registered voters of the town at the 
annual town election in tho yeer 
nineteen hundred and twenty-one. 

In 
accordance with the provisions of 
chapter eight hundred and thirty-five 
of the acts of nineteen hundred and 
thirteen and any amendments thereof, 
so far as the same shall be applicable.

COLUMBIA MAY GET STADIUM 

President Butler Advocates Erection 
of Big Plant to 8erve Needa 
of Students.

JOCKEYS MUST BE THIRTEEN 

Rule Does Not Apply to Ridsrs Com- 
ing From England — Must Con- 
tribute to Benefit 8oclsty. 

No Jockey can ride In France unless 
he is at least thirteen years of age, 
and the application for his license 
must be accompanied by a copy of bis 
birth certificate. Tills does not apply 
to jockeys coming over from England 
to ride, as it is specially stipulated 
In the first clause of rule 78 that 
“jockeys holding a license from the 
English Jockey club are qualified to 
ride In France." Every applicant far 
a jocket's license Is also required to 
forward a subscription to the benefit 
society for the assistance of trainers, 
jockeys und stuble luds; jockeys who 
live within a radius of 80 miles of 
Paris have to send 40 francs, aud oth- 
ers 20 francs. Under the new regu- 
lations, apprentices must he not less 
than thirteen und not more than twen-

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Old Rice Tivern Jackson Square 

ABOUT 1850 TO 1860. 

Cyrus Washburn had much to do 
with the growth of our village, but 
wholly outside Jackson Square, front 
which we seem to have wardered. 

Nearly back of the tinshop stood 
the old “corn barn” raised tw f o or 
more feet on posts to ke<ep the rats 
away and nt that time used to store 
dried alewlves. or Herring as they 
are better known. 

Farther down the slope bn the edge 
of the meadow was an old l>arn . in 
use by Mr. B. and James Lovell, who 
kept a livery stable. This barn was 
burned some years ago. 

Across from the woodshed on the 
corner going north, where now lives 
Mr. H. A. Tirrell, was "Uncle 
Lovell’s” vegetable garden, parallel 
with Commercial street, which was 
held above the garden by a high face 
wall covered in summer with morning 
glories. 

About this time George Hunt, one 
of two brothers who were bakers in 
Hingham, bought, the garden to build 
upon the lot; a deal that caused much 
adverse comment among the natives. 
However, Mr. Hunt filled the “hole* 
and built and occupied the house stih 
standing there. 

Opposite the Bio, knell shed, where 
new stands the bulletin bnhrd of the 
White Church, was the village store, 
Henry Loud, proprietor 

Next the store lot was that noy 
occupied by the Merchant building 
with a bank) >at the front several feet 
above the street, with a steep 
side hill at the rear. On this 
lot was a building used at times 
for various purposes. Whether Mr. 
R. V. Merchant, whose heirs still own 
the property, remodelled or removed 
it is uncertain. Mr. Merchant built on 
the lot and carried on the tailoring 
business and was burned out some 
yeurs later. He robullt, which building 
v/as also burned several years ago, 
making the third total-loss fire within 
a hundred feet on that side of the 
square. 

* From this bank above the street 
level Daniel Pratt, the Great American 
Traveller (self-styled) once held forth 
to a small but appreciative audience 
of residents. Darnel, a crack-brained 
“orator” hailed from Prattville, a sub- 
urb of Chelsea. This used to he a 
current phrase: “Deader than Chel- 
soa”. but Daniel in ills way was very 
much alive. The subject of his dis- 
course is forgotten, but one of his 
songs: “Roll on Silver Moon”, is still 
heard occasionally, as it Is especially 
adapted to “Yodeling** a style of sing- 
ing common among the Swiss, some- 
times called the Dutch Warble. Dan- 
iel's warbling, however, was r.or of the 
Dutch variety. Daniel himself. was ol 
the same type as “The nt. and Hon.” 
John Foster Gray, who for many years 
' furnished the motive power for the 
Gazette press. When Martin B. and 
John Foster got together it was cer- 
tainly an example of “extremes meet.” 

Some of our readers will remember 
John Foster's Fourth of July orations 
Poth John and Daniel were harmless 
"eccentrics”, whose harangues wft 
enjoyed by both speakers and hearers 
but not so their successors today. 
The I. W. W. loaders and their intel- 
lectual (?) sympathizers, who are as 
dangerous as a cigarette-smoking hun 
ter in the woods. 

The next place we strike in “swing- 
ing 'round the circle” Is the place 
owned and occupied by W. J. Dunbar 
once the "Old Rico Tavern.” It 
seems strange today that this house 
Is set so low. and the Bickneil house 
opposite so high, but the explanation 
Is simple. If you are acquainted with 
Weymouth highways start on Commer- 
cial street at the Hingham line ann 
with “your mind's eve” travel through 
East. North and Weymouth Landing 
to its end well into Braintree; full 
of bends and sharp turns from end 
1 to end. Hurd for autos today, but 
easy for ox teams and farm wagons. 
Our first settlers each choosing for 
himself and clearing for a faun such 
land as he thought desirable, with at 
] first a foot, or maybe a cartpath, con 
neeting. Every new settler, or most 
of them, built on the line of tlie 
cartpath. which later became a ' 
road. Later generations improved 
the roads, cutting off hills and ( 
tilling valleys, leaving dwellings. 

; some too high and some below 
the street level. Hence the Bickneil 
, house and Rice’s Tavern. 

Notice how much stralghter Is Broad 
. street cut through to Weymouth Land- 
ling less than a hundred years ago. 
Here the street precedes the houses.* 
There are streets In Weymou'h that 
'are for long distances as straicht as an 
i arrow. These were parts of Turn- 
i pikes built with private capiial and 
funtshed with toll gates and travellers 
hod to pay to pass over them
